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' REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMISSION 


1982 was a year of increased activity at the Warren 
Public Library. Circulation of materials increased 24%, 
from 7,494 in 1981 to 9,270 in 1982. Although books account- 
ed for most of the circulation, many users also borrow 
magazines, cassettes or records, toys, games and puzzles. 
Many parents continue to take advantage of the learning 
opportunities which our educational toys offer to children, 
particularly pre-schoolers. 


The library has been open 28 hours each week this 
year; Monday, Friday and Saturday from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
and Wednesday from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m. Users have found 
the increased hours convenient and have also appreciated 
the availablity of the outside book return, built by the 
Harwood Union Construction Tech class, with materials paid 
for from the library’s equipment budget. 


Several improvements were made to the library room 
in 1982. Revenue sharing funds were used for carpet, new 
bookshelves and renovations to the closets to provide both 
storage and work areas. The Friends of the Library raised 
money through their membership drive and book and bake 
sale to purchase a large office desk for the library. Their 
support is greatly appreciated. 


A book discussion series, Our Families/Ourselves, was 
co-sponsored by the Joslin Memorial Library and the Warren 
Public Library in 1981 and 1982. A new series, Images of 
New England, will be held at the two cooperating libraries 
‘beginning in March, 1983, with local funds and in-kind sup- 
port and a grant from the Vermont Council on the Humani- 
ties and Public issues. 


In 1982, the library received a grant from the Vermont 
Department of Libraries, from funds appropriated by the 
federal government for library services at the state and local 
level. Although the library continues to meet state standards 
and is eligible for a grant in 1983, we have been notified by 
the state librarian that a state budget recision and the 
uncertainty of federal funding make it unlikely that any 
grants will be awarded this year. Therefore, we are asking 
for increased local funding to make up for the loss of state 
funds. 


The library has been fortunate in having well-qualified 
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and dedicated volunteers to cover an average of 


four hours 


a week of library operation, helping to keep salary costs 
down. We are very grateful to our volunteers for their con- 


tribution of time and energy.

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AUDITORS’ REPORT 1983 | 


“In aecordance with 24 VSA 1681, we have examined the 
accounts and records of the town and town school district. 
To the best of our knowledge these reports represent a fair 
accounting of the financial condition of the town and school 
district. We wish to express our graditude to all town officers 
for their earnest efforts in the preparation of their individual 
reports. 

The process of modernizing the town’s accounting and 
financial reporting systems continued during 1982 with a 
major emphasis on the 1981 revenue sharing audit and initial 
use of professional accounting assistance. It is the opinion 
of the auditors that the recommendations made at the com- 
pletion of the revenue sharing audit should be acted upon in 
the shortest reasonable time frame. There continue to be 
numerous inconsistancies and errors in the financial records 
of the town, due primarily to outdated bookkeeping systems 
and the lack of professional accounting services. Among 
the recommendations made by the auditors to the board of 
selectmen are the following: 

1) That a certified public accountant be retained to prepare 
a comprehensive standardized chart of accounts for all 
town accounts. 

2) That a certified public accountant be retained to prepare 
and review the financial statements of the town on an 
annual basis. 

3) That tighter control of road department expenditures be 

_ maintained by the board of selectmen. 

4) That the town form an “investment committee” com- 
prised of one selectmen, the treasurer and one towns- 
person knowledgable in investment practices, to maximize 
interest earned from excess cash. 

It is the sole intention of the auditors in making these 
recommendations to provide for accurate and understand- 
able financial reports to the town. 

The adoption of these recommendations is essential to 
respond to the current and projected growth of the town.

During the past Summer, the Warren Elementary 
School expanded their Summer Learning Program by offer- 
ing more courses to a greater enrollment. Several students 
were children spending their summer in Vermont, so we had 
representation from places as far away as Florida and 
Montreal. Again, the program was extremely successful and 
thus we look forward to a greater expansion this coming 
summer. 


An outgrowth of the Summer Program was the intro- 
duction of computers to the students of Warren. This year 
the computer program has been strengthened in the school 
by much greater interest and usage. We have purchased a 
second computer to meet this steadily increasing demand by 
students and staff. 


; One of Warren’s educational goals continues to be the 
integration of several academic areas and disciplines into a 
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major unit of study. The purpose of this is to give our 
students a more realistic experience and a greater under- 
standing of the material being studied. An example of this 
integration was the Japanese unit taught in Mrs. Dirmaier’s 
class this year. A strong program in art was integrated into 
the academic learning about Japan, which incorporated skills 
from all subject areas. The students experienced and appre- 
ciate Japanese culture through a strong involvement in 
Japanese art. At the end of the unit, the students had a 
Japanese day at school where three Japanese girls came to 
share their lifestyles with our students through discussions, 
art and cooking. Music and physical education were also 
incorporated into this Japanese unit which was seen in the 
song and dance presented during our holiday performance. 


Nancy Phillips’ sixth grade class is- working hard to 
achieve their goal of a field trip to Cape Cod in May. They 
are joining sixth grades from Waitsfield and Fayston to 
spend a week at the Cape Cod Outdoor Educational Center 
studying all phases of a seashore environment. 


We were once again district champion spelling team in 
1982. During the regional spelling contest the competition 
was extremely sharp and we were pleased to place third 
among ten schools. We look forward to this year’s competi- 
tion with great expectations. 


- The Friday afternoon Sports Program has been up- 
graded to provide students with professional instruction 
wherever possible. At the Sugarbush Sports Center qualified 
swim instructors were hired to give our students meaningful 
lessons. At the Sugarbush Inn a professional skater was 
hired to give instruction, while at the Sugarbush Ski Area, 
‘geveral instructors give our Alpine skiers free instruction 
for the afternoon. 


In all areas of program in the Warren School, we are 
constantly striving to provide our children with the best 
education and instruction possible. Each year programs grow 
stronger and are expanded to provide more to the students. 
We will continue working on this goal in the future years. 


- Roni Norton who is on leave of absence to take ad- 
vantage of an internship at the University of Vermont was 
replaced by Krietta Phillips who was hired for this one year. 
Ken Bergstrom was also on leave of absence. Otherwise the 
faculty remained the same, with the exception of two name 
changes during the summer. Susan Trevithick became Mrs. 
Susan Mack and Suzanne Babcock became Mrs. Suzanne 
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Dirmaier. Evelyn Jerome and Elizabeth Von Trapp shared 
the music program with Fred Pacolitch continuing as the 
instrumental teacher. Louise Cadwell and Robin Grinnell 
coordinate our art program and Leigh Clark continues as our 
Physical Education teacher and the coordinator of our Fri- 
day afternoon Sports and Winter Activities program. We 
were sorry to see Jane Whitworth retire in December after 
ten years of devoted service as the school’s secretary/librari- 
an. Her position has been filled by Joan Bancroft. Luanne 
Palardy was hired to work with the staff as a teachers’ 
clerical aide. | 


Our lunch program continues to serve family style food 
cooked by Susan Ober. Lester Cameron has remained in the 
position of supervisor of the building. Kay Story continues 
to provide transportation service to our students in the 
Warren Village and the West route while Ken and Frances 
Blair share the responsibility of the East Warren route. 


Bill Lineoln, our Superintendent, and Walter Barber, 
the Administrative Assistant, continue to guide and direct 
the Washington West Supervisory Union. Zelda Zeleski 
coordinates the Special Education programs. She supervises 
Liz Huss, Warren’s Consulting Teacher and Judy St. John, 
Speech Pathologist. Barbara Greenwald replaced Nancy Mc- 
Gill as our Early Education Specialist. Ruth Grahn has 
returned to Warren as our special education aide and Elaine 
Taboskey-Wade, the school nurse provides our students and 
staff with medical attention and advice. 


Warren School staff members continue their interest in 
professional self-improvement through course studies and 
work on various committees. During the past year, all staff 
members have taken courses arranged locally through 
U.V.M., or at the college itself, or have received credits 
through workshops such as those provided through the 
Institute of Natural Science.

Annual Report 1982 — Town of Warren 


Towns served: Favston, Duxbury, Moretown, Waits- 
field, Warren, and Waterbury. 


The Board of Directors meetings are held the third 
Wednesday every two months at the agency office. These 
meetings are open to the public. In addition to the elected 
Board members, a selectman from each town served is a 
representative on the Board of Directors. 

During 1982 the agency has provided the following 
services: 

(1) Home Visiting of the Sick 

This program provides therapeutic care of the sick as a 
coordinated part of a total treatment plan, under the 
direction of a physician. Agency services for this pro- 
gram include: Skilled Nursing, Physical Therapy, 
Sveech Therapy, Occupational Therapy, and Home 
Health Aides. These services are directed toward teach- 
ing and assisting a family or individual in management 
of health care in the home. The objectives of this pro- 
gram are: to prevent or shorten institutionalization, 
reduce or limit the disruption on family and individual 
life style during illness, and to foster independence in 
health care. 


(2) Health Promotion, Education, Prevention 


Expectant Parent Classes — group classes to help ex- 
pectant parents prepare for childbirth and newborn care. 
Home visit follow-up for new mothers and infants who 
may be at risk for medical problems or psychosocial 
complication. 

Individual Consultation — the agency is a community 
health care resource. Through information, support and 
referral we have been able to assist a number of people 
in meeting their health care needs. 


(3) Community Clinic Programs 
Flu shot clinics in Waterbury and Waitsfield; Well Child 
clinics in Waterbury. 


Health screening clinics are held monthly at the senior 
citizen meal sites in Waterbury and Waitsfield.

(4) Homemaker Program 
A partially state funded program to provide meal prep- 
aration, personal care supervision, housekeeping and 
chore services to the disabled and chronically ill elderly 
at risk for institutionalization. 


(5) Hospice Program 
The agency has six volunteers from the area trained in 
supportive care to terminally ill patients and their fam- 
ilies. 

(6) Hypertension Program 


This year the agency, in conjunction with the State 
Health Department’s Hypertension Program, is screen- 
ing residents for high blood pressure providing referral, 
education and counseling on aspects of blood pressure 
control. Eighty-four Warren residents were screened 
in 1982 and twenty-one people are being followed for 
elevated readings.

Annual Report to the Citizens of Warren 


The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is 
the prevention of iliness and the control or elimination of 
hazards dangerous to the health of the public. 


Included in the prevention component are large-scale 
immunization. efforts which have virtually eliminated such 
diseases as whooping couch, diphtheria, tetanus, and polio. 
More recently, wide- spread measles immunization has sharp- 
lv reduced the incidence of this disease in Vermont. During 
the last 12 menths, there have been no indigenous cases of 
measles in the state. Another area of concern has been the 
improvement of the health of mothers and children. A result 
of this effort has been the reduction of the infant mortality 
rate from 120 deaths per 1,000 live births in 1900 to 7.9 
deaths per 1,000 live births in 1981, an all-time low. Improve- 
ments in living conditions and sanitation accompanied by 
advances in public health and medicine have made this 
‘possible. 

In recent years, the scope of concern about environ- 
mental hazards has been expanded from the prevention of 
contamination in food and water to include chemical waste 
dumps, disposal of low-level radioactive wastes, indoor air 
pollution, air conditioning cocling towers, and high voltage 
electric transmission. The Health Department responsibility 
is to evaluate any relationship between these hazards and 
actual or potential health problems and, if a relationship 
is found, to attempt to control or eliminate the hazard. 

Direct services are provided to the public through a 
system of district field officers. Your local district office is 
‘in Barre. During the past year, 90 citizens of Warren re- 
ceived services from programs such as: 

Epidemiology — Public health nurses investigate cases 

and contacts of infectious diseases such as tuberculosis, 

hepatitis, salmonella, shigella, measles, and legionel- 

losis. ° 

Materiai - antlh Child Health (MCH) — Public health 

nurses visit pregnant women, new mothers, and children 

to provide assessment, information, and counseling on 
child health needs, child care, and family relationships. 

Early Periodic Screening, Diagnosis, and Treatment 

(EPSDT) — This program provides preventive health 

and therapeutic services to Medicaid children aged 0-21. 

Sudden Infant Death Syndrome (SIDS) —Public Health 

‘nurses provide counseling and support to families who

experience the loss of a child to Sudden Infant Death 

Syndrome or other causes. 

Supplemental Food Program for Women, Infants, and 

Children (WIC) — This program provides supplemental 

foods, health and nutrition services, and education to 

breastfeeding women and children up to 5 years of age. 

Immunizations — Public health nurses provide and 

administer immunization vaccines to prevent communi- 

cable diseases. 

Parent and Expectant Parent Classes — Public health 

nurses, through individual and group education, help 

families to prepare for birthing and address issues of 
parenting such as feeding, training, safety, and be- 
havior. 

Handicapped Children’s Services provides therapeutic 
eare for children who have handicapping conditions for 
which there is no appropriate private care available. Ob- 
stacles to care may be geographic or economic, or the com- 
plexity of the condition may require a team of professionals. 

The Child Development Clinic provides diagnostic serv- 
ices for children with possible developmental problems. This 
is the only facility in the state where young children who 
are suspected of having mental or physical retardation can 
be diagnosed. 

The Dental Division provides several types of services 
to local communities including installing and maintaining 
fluoridation equipment in selected community and school 
water systems; paying for dental treatment of eligible 
children; and examining the teeth of school-aged children. 
During 1982, 118 children in your town received dental in- 
spections from Health Department hygienists. 

The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in 
the prevention and control of illness by identifying chemicals 
and microorganisms in a variety of substances. During 1982, 
610 samples were processed for residents of Warren. 

Many services are also provided at the local level by your 
Town Health Officer, Paul Hartmann. Please feel free to call 
him if you need any assistance. Town Health Officers receive 
support from the Health Department. 

We encourage your participation in our programs. In- 
formation about all Health Department services may be 
obtained by calling our toll-free number, 1-800-642-3323, or 
the Barre district office, at 479-9383.

CENTRAL VERMONT COUNCIL ON AGING 


1982 Report on Services to Warren 


The Central Vermont Council on Aging provides many 
services in the homes and communities of seniors and is 
continually working to increase and improve services to 
Warren elderly. Our services are available to all persons. 60 
years of age or older. Our priorities are to those with the 
greatest economic or social need. 


In 1982, 2,388 meals were served at the Waitsfield 
mealsite. An average of 11 seniors from Warren received 
a meal and took part in planned social activities at this meal- 
site. No seniors received home delivered meals. 


Social services are provided, coordinated, and funded 
through the Council on Aging’s Washington County Office 
in Barre. These services are provided by the social services 
outreach staff. An example of services delivered to Warren 
seniors is as follows: 


8 seniors received energy fuel assistance. 
10 seniors received flu shots. 
® seniors have been counseled and assisted in weil: 
able benefits and services. 


Transportation was provided to the local mealsites, for 
shopping and medical appointments. 745 Washington County 
seniors were provided 7,264 one way trips for these services. 
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. NATIONAL FOREST REPORT 


1982 was a year of change and activity on the Green 
Mountain National Forest. Important issues during our 50th 
Anniversary Year included Oil and Gas Leasing, Forest 
Planning, and Ski Area Expansion. These things “will con- 
tinue to be important in 1983, and Wilderness is likely to 
be added to the list. 


~ Some of the results of National Forest management in 
1982 included: 500,000 visitor days spent camping, hunting, 
fishing, snowmobiling, hiking and skiing; 14 million boar 
feet of timber; 4,000 cords of firewood for personal use; im- 
provement of 700 acres of wildlife habitat; and reintroduc- 
tion of the Peregrine Falcon to Vermont. 


Highlights of the year were our 50th Anniversary Picnic 
at Hapgood Pond Recreation Area in August, and cutting of 
the 1982 Capitol Christmas Tree in December. 


Many people have asked about Federal payments to 
towns. Briefly, the Forest Service pays 75¢ each year for 
every acre of National Forest land within a town. Part of 
this money comes from National Forest annual receipts. 
Twenty-five percent of the money collected through pay- 
ments for timber, campground fees, ski area permit fees, etc., 
is returned directly to the towns. (This year’s payment was 
about 38 cents an acre from the “25% Fund”.) The rest of 
the money comes from a special fund to be used for Pay- 
ment in Lieu of Taxes (PILT). Because the money comes 
from two different sources, actual payments are staggered. 
This year the town received a check for “25% Fund” pay- 
ments based on 1982 receipts and another check for the PILT 
payment for 1981. The money can be used for any town 
expenses; many towns split it equally hetween town and 
school budgets. 


1983 promises to be very busy and exciting. If you

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REPORT OF THE WARREN PLANNING COMMISSION 


The efforts of the Commission this year were largely 
directed towards preparation of a revised Zoning Ordinance, 
and assisting the Selectmen through the public hearing pro- 
cedures and subsequent refinements. A committee consisting 
of Commission member William Maclay, Selectman Richard 
King, and Board of Adjustment members John Hutton and 
Michael Hertzberg resolved several contested issues. They 
were assisted by the professional consultation of attorney 
John Hansen and law professor Norman Williams. The Or- 
dinance passed by a wide margin at General Election. A 
new Zoning Administrator, Paul Hartmann was appointed 
to succeed Loren Whitworth who resigned after years of 
diligent effort in the post. 


The transition period between the prior and the revised 
Zoning Ordinance left substantial questions as to the permit 
status of numerous large vacation residential projects. The 
Town has become involved in litigation as a result, and has 
been ably represented by Commission member and Town 
Attorney Alan Uris. 


The Board continued to participate in the review of the 
Environmental Impact Statement prepared by the United 
States Forest Service on the Sugarbush Master Plan. We 
were assisted by the Central Vermont Regional Planning 
Commission and consultant Beth Humstone. William Maclay 
and Richard King represented the Town on the Steering 
Committee conducting the review. 


At the close of the year the Commission prepared a 
model Farmland Tax Stabilization Contract to assist the 
Selectmen in undertaking these contracts. The Board also 
approved an application for funding assistance in the pur- 
chase of the Blueberry Lake recreation area.

468 books were added through 
gifts and purchases, bringing our total to 5,078 volumes. In 
addition, the library has over 500 non-book items available, 
including records, cassettes, toys, games and puzzles. The 
library was open 28 hours each week, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
on Mondays, Fridays, and Saturdays, and from 10 a.m. to 
8 p.m. on Wednesdays. 


In June, the Warren Library and the Joslin Memorial 
Library in Waitsfield began a joint registration system, by 
which a borrower at either library is issued a number which 
may be used to check out materials at both libraries. From 
June to December, the Warren Library registered 267 indi- 
viduals and/or families, including a number of summer 
visitors who used the library heavily. 


Several programs for adults and children were presented 
at the library in 1983. With a grant from the Vermont 
Council on the Humanities and Public Issues, the book dis- 
cussion series Images of New England drew a small but 
enthusiastic group to the Joslin Memorial Library and the 
Warren Library, co-sponsors of the programs. The Vermont 
Council on the Arts and the Vermont Department of Libr- 
aries provided funds for a workshop in dance for young 
children, also held at both valley libraries. A puppet show 
and a program on Indian lore were also offered for children. 


The Friends of the Warren Library continue to support 
the library’s services. Their gift of a sturdy table and four 
chairs makes the children’s area of the library more com- 
fortable and useable for both parents and children. They 
have also purchased two cassette recorders, making a total 
of three now available for borrowing to use with the library’s 
books on cassettes for adults and children. The 1984 budget 
includes a gift of $250.00 from the Friends, raised at their 
Book Sale.

AUDITORS’ REPORT — 1984 


In accordance with 24 VSA 1681, we have examined the 
accounts and records of the town and town school district. 
To the best of our knowledge these reports represent a fair 
accounting of the financial condition of the town and school 
district. We wish to express our gratitude to all town officers 
for their earnest efforts in the preparation of their individual 
reports. 


Major progress on modernizing the town’s accounting 
and financial reporting systems was made during 1988. The 
town hired the CPA firm of Sullivan & Powers to prepare 
a comprehensive chart of accounts. The CPA firm also pre- 
formed an Audit of the town accounts for the year ending 
December 31, 1983. This report is found on pages 8 to 23 
of this book. 


The standardized accounting system has been instituted 
for all town offices and timely and accurate financial data 
is readily available for use by the town officers. Compu- 
terization of the Grand List and accounting system has 
simplified the bookkeeping and budgeting process. 


You will notice some changes in the format of this 
year’s report. The Town’s expenditures will be reported in 
the format of the CPA audit and the General Fund Budget 
for the town is presented by categories consistent with the 
new chart of accounts. 


Because of the reappraisal, the 1983 tax bills were 
late. Because of this, the 1983 delinquent taxpayers are not 
listed this year. A complete list is available at the Town 
Clerk’s office. 


We greatly appreciate the cooperation of the Selectmen, 
Town Treasurer and Town Clerk in instituting these changes 
with minimal impact on town operations. 


Thanks also go to Don Mayer who has served many 
years as a Town Auditor and will be retiring this year.

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CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


The Selectmen this year have begun a financial manage- 
ment process known as Capital Improvement Programming 
(CIP). The purpose of the CIP is to identify and schedule 
capital expenditures over a six year period. A capital ex- 
penditure is a one-time, non-recurring expense item, such 
as the purchase of land or equipment, or the construction or 
improvement of a town building. It differs from operating 
expenses, such as payroll or utility costs, which are ongoing. 
The principal benefit of CIP is its help in maintaining a 
stable tax rate. Generally speaking, it is an unanticipated 
capital expense (a new grader or school addition) that will 
cause the tax rate to vary widely from one year to the next. 
By State law, the CIP can also be useful to the Town in 
controlling its rate of growth, and in insuring that a large 
development pays its fair share for any capital expenditures 
that it may require of the Town. 


The proposed Selectmen’s budget contains capital ex- 
penditures for 1984. As with any expenditures, these will 
require voter approval. While the CIP schedules capital 
items over a six year period, it is non-binding. Until each 
item is actually voted on, its inclusion in the CIP is of value 
for planning purposes only. However, the annual budget may 
include contributions to reserve accounts in anticipation of 
a capital item scheduled for the future. 


The Selectmen will hold a public hearing in the near 
future to review and discuss the CIP. Your attendance is 
encouraged.

The students, faculty, administration and the Board of 
Directors extend to each and every one of you our strong 
appreciation for the support and committment you have 
made toward the educational program in the Warren Ele- 
mentary School. 


Our school continues to develop new programs, refine 
existing programs and strive for excellence in educating our 
students, ourselves, and our community. Our ultimate goal 
is to provide the best education and instruction possible. 


During the past summer, staff, board members and 
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parents became involved in an Early Education Initiative, 
promoted by the State Department of Education. The pur- 
pose of this initiative is to provide and develop higher ex- 
pectations for the education of students age three to grade 
three. The Warren School, through Linda Heaton, our Early 
Education Co-ordinator, has sereened all three and four year 
olds. In addition, she has developed a parent/child reading 
library, offers a story hour activity group for three and four 
year olds once a week, and makes home visitations. This is 
a beginning of a very important educational expansion for 
the Warren School, since its future implications effect the 
program expectations for all children in our school. 


During the summer we were also pleased to see our 
Summer Learning Program expand almost double. We offer- 
ed ten courses to an enrollment of approximately ninety 
children. This program continues to receive tremendous 
support and enthusiasm from students, staff, parents and 
the community. 


During the fall, through the Sugarbush Sports Center, 
we continued to offer half of our students an opportunity to 
improve their skills in swimming and tennis, while the rest 
of the students will join this program in the spring. The 
children remaining at school were introduced to live animal 
programs, sponsored by Vermont Institute of Natural 
Sciences. It was very informative and well received by the 
students. Again in the spring these live animal programs 
will be presented to students remaining at school. 


In late March, early April, we plan to spend our Friday 
afternoons with student workshops put on by the Vermont 
Council of the Arts. Several practicing artists will present 
educational programs to our students which foster aesthetic 
awareness and provide direct experiences in the arts. This 
is anew program and we are most excited about the prospect 
and encourage interested community members to participate. 


This year before our winter recess, the school was deeply 
involved in learning about, singing about, and drawing about 
the Renaissance period. Tina Tourin, our Music teacher, 
began this theme during music classes in the upper units, 
helped to infiltrate it into classroom studies, and finally 
organized our winter program around a Medieval dinner. 
Students, staff, and parents, dressed in period costumes, 
had a wonderful evening through a seven course dinner with 
live entertainment. 


Computer Education continues to receive strong interest 
and support throughout the school. Five faculty members 
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were busy taking computer courses this fall and our future 
investments will see five computers throughout the school. 
These will be shared among classrooms and the principal’s 
office. This summer several staff will be involved in develop- 
ing a computer curriculum for each grade level in the Warren 
School. 


Nancy Phillip’s sixth grade class is again busy earning 
money to support their trip to Cape Cod in May. The class 
is planning to spend a week at the Cape Code Outdoor Edu- 
cational Center studying the seashore environment, mviuh 
sixth graders from Fayston and Waitsfield. 


This past year has seen an increase in the community 
use of the school building and its facilities. Several nights 
each week the building is open to athletic groups needing 
space and equipment. Also the Warren Recreation Program 
has been developing programs for children, for parents, and 
for community members, which make use of the school 
building and equipment. It is nice to see organized and well 
run programs in the school. 


The staff has had some changes this year beginning 
with the return of Roni (Norton) Donnenfeld after her 
year’s leave of absence where she studied in the Apex Pro- 
gram at the University of Vermont. Tina Tourin returned 
this year as our classroom and instrumental music teacher. 
Ken Bergstrom is on his second year’s leave of absence, 
while Louise Cadwell is on her first. Lisa Brunini has been 
hired to fill this art position for the year. Liz Huss is now 
with the Warren staff full-time as our Learning Resource 
Specialist. Leigh Clark continues as our Physical Education 
instructor and coordinator of our Friday Sports and Winter 
Activities program. Joan Bancroft continues as our secre- 
tary, while Deborah Applefield is our half-time librarian. 


Susan Ober continues to manage our lunch program, 
providing meals which are served family style. Lester 
Cameron continues as our building supervisor. Ken and 
Francis Blair share the East Warren bus route and responsi- 
bilities, while Kay Story continues to supply transportation 
to the Warren Village and West route children. 


Bill Lincoln, Superintendent of Schools, and Walt Bar- 
ber, Administrative Assistant, continue to manage the 
Washington West Supervisory Union.

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REPORT OF THE WARREN PLANNING COMMISSION 


This year the Planning Commission has drafted, warned 
and submitted to the Selectmen proposed amendments to the 
Zoning Ordinance. These amendments include a new zoning 
district for Leonard Robinson’s Lake Project and provision 
for relief from hardship which might be caused by the pro- 
vision for preservation of agricultural open land. There is 
also a proposal to restrict density in the Sugarbush Valley 
Residential District and the Sugarbush Commercial District. 


The opportunity to sell development rights for persons 
owning restricted agricultural land in the R-2 district has 
been expanded to include possible sh cai by persons in 
the R-4 and C-1 districts. 

These changes, after hearing and consideration by the 
Selectmen, are expected to be submitted to the voters at an 
early date for their consideration. 

The Planning Commission has reviewed applications for 
site plan approval. We have supported new State legislation 
to clarify and strengthen the moratorium provisions con- 
tained in the State enabling legislation as proposed by our 
State representative Lixi Fortna. 


The Planning Commission is continuing its effort to 
allow for controlled growth in the Town without unduly 
straining the Town resources and facilities or losing our 
farmland.

The Central Vermont Regional Planning Commission is 
a regional planning agency which works with and for the 21 
member municipalities. CVRPC was established to coor- 
dinate the activities of its member towns and cities and 
provide assistance in such areas as land use planning, eco- 
nomic development, energy, transportation, and regional re- 
sources. The organization is also a regional resource center 
where Census data, economic information, State publications, 
and various other information can be found. 


The Mad River Valley Growth Management Program 
continues its efforts to coordinate planning for the future of 
Fayston, Waitsfield, and Warren. Initiated in 1979 by 
CVRPC, the direction for the program is set by the Steering 
Committee, which consists of a Selectman and Planning 
Commissioner from each Valley Town. The Steering Com- 
mittee efforts are complemented by the Town’s representa- 
tives to CVRPC, where the Valley’s interests are pursued 
with neighboring communities and the State of Vermont. 


All of these people pulled together in 1983 to create the 
much heralded Memorandum of Understanding with Sugar- 
bush Valley, Inc. This document establishes a process for 
evaluating the growth of that ski area. 


Our overall objective is to insure that the development 
in the Mad River Valley is carried out in a responsible way, 
without pollution or excessive costs to the Towns. 


Much work remains to achieve this goal. Thank you 
for your continuing support.

Annual Report to the Citizens of ‘Warren 


The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is 
the prevention of illness and the control or elimination of 
hazards dangerous to the health of the public. In working 
toward this goal, the Health Department has provided, or 
assured the provision of Health services to communities 
across the state. Direct services are provided through 11 
district field offices. During 1983, citizens of Warren received 
the following services from the district office in Barre: 


49 pregnant women, new mothers, and children re- 
ceived supplemental foods, health and nutrition ser- 
vices through the WIC program. - 


13 children and young adults received medical evalu- 
ation of individual health and dental status through the 
Early Periodic Screening, Diagnosis and Treatment 
program. 


36 persons received assessment, information, and coun- 
seling through the Maternal and Child Health program 
and/or information and teaching of parenting roles 
through prenatal classes and home visiting services. 


22 children received comprehensive health assessments, 
including preventive guidance, at Well Child Clinics. 


Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hear- 
ing, cardiac, genetic, developmental disorders, and other 
handicapping conditions were provided to 4 children 
through the Handicapped Children’s program and/or the 
Child Development Clinic in Burlington. 


The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in 
the prevention and control of illness by identifying chem- 
icals and microorganisms in a variety of substances. During 
1983, the following laboratory services were provided to 
residents of Warren: 


16 blood tests to identify women needing immuniza- 
mon against German Measles (Rubella) to prevent birth 
efects, 


37 other diagnostic blood tests, 
145 tests of individual and municipal water systems 
to monitor drinking water quality.

The Dental Division provides services to local commun- 
ities including installing and maintaining fluoridation equip- 
ment in selected community and school water systems, pay- 
ing for dental treatment of eligible children, and providing 
dental health education in the schools. 


Many services are also provided at the iocal level by 
your Town Health Officer, Richard C. Wein. Please feel 
free to call him if you need any assistance. The Health 
Department provides technical assistance and support to 
local health officers.

Annual Report 1983 — Town of Warren 


Towns served: Fayston, Duxbury, Moretown, Waitsfield, 
Warren, and Waterbury. 


The Board of Directors meetings are held the third 
Wednesday every two months at the agency office. These 
meetings are open to the public. In addition to the elected 
Board members, a selectman from each town serves as a 
representative on the Board of Directors. 


During 1983 the agency has provided the following serv- 
ices: 


(1) Home Visiting of the Sick 

This program provides therapeutic care of the sick as a 
coordinated part of a total treatment plan, under the 
direction of a physician. Agency services for this pro- 
gram include: skilled nursing, physical therapy, speech 
therapy, occupational therapy, home health aides and 
medical social work. These services are directed toward 
teaching and assisting a family or individual in manage- 
ment of health care in the home. The objectives of this 
program are: to prevent or shorten institutionalization, 
reduce or limit the disruption on family and individual 
life style during illness, and to foster independence in 
health care. 


(2) Health Promotion, Education, Prevention 
Expectant Parent Classes — group classes to help ex- 
pectant parents prepare for childbirth and newborn 
care. 


Home visit follow-up for new mothers and infants who 
may be at risk for medical problems or psychosocial 
complication. 


Individual Consultation — the agency is a community 
health care resource. Through information, support and 
referral we have been able to assist a number of people 
in meeting their health care needs. 
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(3) Community Clinic Programs 


Flu shot clinics in Waterbury and Waitsfield; Well Child 
clinics in Waterbury. 


Health screening clinics are held monthly at the senior 
citizens meal site in Waterbury and Waitsfield. Warren 
residents attend our clinics in Waitsfield. 


(4) Homemaker Program 


A partially state funded program to provide meal prep- 
aration, personal care supervision, housekeeping and 
chore services to the disabled and chronically ill elderly 
at risk for institutionalization. 


(5) Hospice Program 
The agency has six volunteers from the area trained in 


supportive care to terminally ill patients and their 
families. 


(6) Hypertension Program 
The agency, in conjunction with the State Health De- 
partment’s Hypertension Program, is screening resi- 
dents for high blood pressure providing referral, edu- 
cation and counseling on aspects of blood pressure con- 
trol. |

The Central Vermont Council on Aging, a private non- 
profit organization, helps area elderly maintain themselves 
in their own homes and in the community. 


Many know of our Home Delivered Meals and Sénior 
Meals programs, presently cooked and served out of thirty- 
three locations throughout Central Vermont. In 1983 we 
served 2,368 meals at the nearby Waitsfield senior meal site. 
18 seniors from Warren attended throughout the year. 


Less visible but equally important is our work in your 
town to assist anyone over sixty to apply, receive and iron 
out problems relating to benefits to which they are entitled, 
to provide information on subjects relating to aging (such as 
entitlements, nursing homes, alternatives to nursing home 
care, or the aging process itself) ; to provide legal and other 
advocacy services; rides to and from essential shopping, 
medical appointments and senior meals; and in-home support.

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“Due to the generosity of our community, our new 
$45,000 ambulance was placed in service May 15, 1983. This 
vehicle enables us to provide the most advanced emergency 
medical service possible to our patients. There were 1,004 
subscribers for 1983 and our 40 volunteers provided 24 hour, 
seven day per week emergency ambulance service and we 
responded to 244 calls, transporting 193 patients in 1983.

NATIONAL FOREST REPORT 


The Green Mountain National Forest began its second 
half-century of existence in 1983. It was a busy year, with 
some important accomplishments and plenty of challenges! 


The Sugarbush Valley Ski Area expansion review was 
completed, approving expansion of capacity from 6,150 to 
8,650 skiers at one time. This new development includes the 
Slide Brook Intertie area, which will link Sugarbush Valley 
with Sugarbush North Ski Area. A ten year development 
schedule was firmly established, and a very comprehensive 
monitoring plan will help us keep track of the impacts of 
development as it occurs. 


‘Wilderness in Vermont was almost certainly the biggest 
environmental issue of 1983. A Bill proposing an additional 
65,000 acres of Wilderness was jointly sponsored in Congress 
by Senators Stafford and Leahy, and Congressman Jeffords. 
A number of hearings and meetings were held, and at year’s 
end, a revised Bill was awaiting final action in Congress. 
Approximately 20,000 acres of National Forest land are in- 
cluded in the proposed Breadloaf Wilderness, on the Roches- 
ter and Middlebury Ranger Districts. Lands in the towns of 
Warren, Granville, Hancock, Ripton and Lincoln are included. 
Congress is expected to take final action in early 1984. 


Peregrine Falcons were successfully raised and released 
from two remote cliff sites on the Green Mountain in 1983. 
This was the second year of the program, and hopefully 
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we'll have free-flying Peregrines raising their own young in 
Vermont in the next year or two! 


The Green Mountain National Forest produced about 
ten million board feet of sawtimber in 19838, along with 14,000 
cords of pulpwood and firewood, and a few Christmas trees. 
Many thousands of visitors and residents hunted, fished, 
camped, picnicked, skied, hiked or leaf-peeked on the Forest. 
A number of cooperative projects were begun or continued, 
involving state conservation agencies and the University of 
Vermont, using the National Forest as a natural laboratory 
for recreation, wildlife and forestry research. 


1984 will be another year of interest and challenge. As 
always, you're invited to take an active role in management 
of your lands. Let me know how you think we’re doing, and 
don’t hesitate to offer suggestions for improvements.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMISSION 


1984 was a year of increased activity at the Warren Public 
Library. Circulation increased by 25%, with a total of 12,330 
books, magazines, records, cassettes and toys lent out during the 
year. Vacationers and families with children made summer our 
busiest time; in fact, on August 8th, 214 items were checked out 
to 87 people who used the library in just that one day. 


A story hour for pre-school children was begun in June and 
has continued on Wednesday mornings at 10:30. All three and four 
year olds are welcome to attend, to listen to stories and 
participate in a simple craft activity. 


469 new ‘books were added to the collection by gift and 
purchase, bringing the total to over 5,000 books, with an 
additional 500 non-book items such as cassettes, records, toys, 
games and puzzles. To supplement the collection and to fill 
special requests, the librarian made 19 visits to the Midstate 
Regional Library in Berlin. In addition over 100 specific titles 
were borrowed through the Vermont inter-library loan system. This 
excellent system permits users of the Warren Public Library to 
have free access to books in state, college and public libraries 
throughout Vermont. 


Thanks to Katharine Hartshorn, Town Historian, and the RSVP 
volunteers, work on the Warren History Project photograph 
collection goes on. There are now four albums of photos of 
scenes of earlier days in Warren, with captions written by 
volunteers, Ruth Brooks, Hazel Brown, Ruth Greenslit and Goldi 
Taylor. Anyone who has pictures to lend for copies to be made 
for our albums is asked to call the library or Katharine 
Hartshorn. 


The Friends of the Warren Library, led by Chairman Jane 
Goodwin, have raised money through the Book and Bake Sale and the 
membership drive ad have sent out the library newsletter. The 
Friends are also recruiting volunteers to help with various 
projects at the library and to staff the desk during busy hours. 


Over 450 individuals and families are registered borrowers 
from the library. We thank the taxpayers for the financial 
Support which has made it possible for us to offer this service 
to the people of our community.

In reflecting upon the events which have happened in our 
school during the past year, it iS apparent that the Warren. 
Elementary School is most fortunate to have a very dedicated and 
Supportive community. As we strive to develop and provide the 
best educational programs for students and adults, we are 
constantly reminded of the positive attitudes and commitments 
that the town gives to our _ school. The students, faculty, 
administration and the Board of Directors extend their great 
appreciation for this support and commitment. 


Upon return from the Winter vacation, our students were 
involved in the Friday afternoon sports program, organized by 
Leigh Clark. During the present program we continue to offer the 
Same outdoor sports opportunities to students with the change 
that the cross country ski program is sponsored by Blueberry Lake 
and is free to the students. 


During three Friday afternoons, the Vermont Council on the 


ee 


Arts presented workshops in photography, kite making, basket 
making, pottery, environmental awareness, acting and cooking. 
For the three afternoons, all students concentrated on one 
workshop only, thus giving them an opportunity for an in-depth 
experience. 


Half our students participated in swimming and tennis 
lessons during the month of May, offered by the Sugarbush Sports 
Center. The remaining of our students were involved in live 
animal lectures, given by the Vermont Institute of Natural 
Science. 


These Friday afternoon programs have given the Warren School 
faculty time to work on school-wide curriculum and projects. 
During 1984, we concentrated attention to the development of a 
five year Design for Education. This is a process for assessing 
where the school program is at the present and the direction it 
should follow for the future. It contains an update on all 
facets of the school's present programs and recommendations for 
achievement during the next five years. The design not only 
includes input from the school staff, but also Suggestions and 
.comments from School Board Members, parents and other community 
members. The design iS now complete and is available to any 
interested person to preview. During 1985, the school faculty 
will be working extensively on curriculum revision ~ and 
development, in anticipation of the upcoming Vermont School 
Approval process, which is mentioned later. 


The Warren School received additional computers’ through 
Federal funding and thus we have seen a steady increase in their 
use, both with students and faculty. We look forward to 
increasing this usage in the future, along with using computers 
to absorb some of our administrative tasks. As a result of this 
increasing use of computers in our school, summer curriculum 
development concentrated on this area. Linda Heaton, Suzanne 
Dirmaier, and Katie Woodruff wrote a basic computer curriculum, 
which is now in use and being revised and added to by staff 
members as they work with their students in the classroom. 


During the summer, five positions became available, which 
resulted in some new faces as well aS some new positions. Joanne 
Buck was hired for a primary second-third grade class, while 
Pamela Barnes became our Early Education Coordinator at 25% time. 
Our new librarian position was filled by Barbara Ellingson for 
50% time and Judy Reeder is responsible for the Music program, 
while Tina Tourin is on a one year's leave of absence. Rich 
Harendza became the school's maintenance supervisor. He found 
himself quite busy overseeing the combining of two fairly small 
areas into one classroom, the building of art and music 
classrooms downstairs by putting in a wall and the building of a 
soundproof wall in the east side of our gym. 


As the 1984-85 school year began, we had Joan Bancroft 


returning aS our secretary and Robin Foster as the cook. Bill 
Lincoln, Superintendent of Schools and Walt Barber, 
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Administrative Assistant, continued to oversee the smooth running 
of the Washington West Supervisory Union. Jan Keffer, who has 
replaced Zelda Zeleski, coordinates the district's special 
education programs. She supervises Liz Huss, our Learning 
Resource Specialist and Judy St. John, the Speech Pathologist. 
Elaine Taboske-Wade continues to meet the variety of demands of 
school nurse. 


Our school is presently very involved with the State 


Approval Standards. The State has undertaken a process to 
upgrade the educational programs in Vermont's Schools by 
developing very specific standards. If a school refuses to 


participate or does not meet the recommended changes stated by 
the approval process, then that school will not receive State 
Aid. The Warren School volunteered to undergo this approval 
process and was accepted for the 85-86 school year. This year 
each member of the Warren School Board volunteered and is now 
serving on a visiting team, which will assess another school as 
to whether or not they meet the standards. Katie Woodruff was 
selected by the State Department to serve as a team chairman of a 
visiting team. Meanwhile the Warren School faculty is working 
hard on refining curriculums presently in place and developing 
new ones in anticipation of meeting these standards next year. 


The Warren community continues to use the _- School's 
facilities for course studies, children's programs and adult 
recreation. We continued our Warren Summer learning program with 
an expansion of nine courses of study for approximately eighty 
students. 


Along with continued improvement and expansion of 
educational program in the school, the Warren Staff also 
continues their educational development through university course 
studies and _ workshops. This year Suzanne Dirmaier has 
successfully completed thirty hours beyond her B.S. degree while 
Susan Mack and Roni Norton received their masters degree from 
U.V.M. Linda Heaton was chosen to represent all elementary 
teachers in the Washington West Supervisory Union, as_ the 
Outstanding Teacher of the year. She spent a day at U.V.M. with 
the other teachers in honor of the teaching profession. 


Voters will note that the warning for the school district 
meeting includes an article to authorize the development of a 
reserve fund for the purpose of providing funds for major repairs 
and equipment replacement. If this article is voted, the board 
will transfer $12,500. of the 1983-1984 fund balance into the 
fund. The money will be placed in a separate account and used to 
cover the cost if there is a major problem with the school. 
Items which might be covered in the future are water system, the 
heating system, kitchen equipment, carpeting, etc. 


In closing this 1984 school report, we realize that there is 
very little mention of the main foundation of the school's 
program-the faculty, their educational programs, the children who 
benefit from them and the parents and community that lend their 
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support and encouragement. We are indeed most fortunate and 
appreciative for the tremendous work and effort everyone gives 
toward making the Warren Elementary School such an outstanding 
school. We also give a special thank you to the local businesses 
which offer programs out of the school for our students- the 
Sugarbush Sports Center, the Sugarbush Ski Area, Sugarbush Inn, 
the Mad River Ski Touring Center, and lLenord Robinson of 
Blueberry Lake. 


The students, staff, administration and Board of Directors 
extend sincere appreciation to our parents, friends, and local 
businesses for the wonderful support and contributions you have 
made to make our school's program so _ successful. Again, we 
invite your to visit our school anytime to see the students, 
staff and programs.

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Mad River Valley Steering Committee 


Since 1979, representatives from the Town of Fayston, 
Waitsfield, and Warren have met on a regular basis to coordinate 
the Towns' efforts in planning for growth in the Mad River 
Valley. In 1984, this group, known as the Mad River Valley 
Steering Committee, initiated a traffic and transportation 
project aimed at creating specific recommendations for managing 
traffic in our area. In addition, the Steering Committee led the 
effort to have the State of Vermont update its water quality 
planning for the Mad River and its tributaries. Throughout the 
year, the Steering Committee continued its work in the areas of 
land use planning, financial planning for capital improvements 
and open land protection. In cooperation with the Central 
Vermont Regional Planning Commission, a program of monitoring and 
information gathering was put in place in 1984. This program was 
agreed to in the 1983 Memorandum of Understanding between the 
Valley towns, Sugarbush Valley, Inc., CVRPC, and the State of 
Vermont. 


The Steering Committee members were joined in 1984 by an 
additional appointee from each town to consider the formalization 
of the three town planning program. This group, known as a joint 
survey committee, has recommended the creation of the Mad River 
Valley Planning District. The Selectmen in each town have warned 
an item for Town Meeting on the creation of this three town 
District. Articles of Agreement, which would serve as a 
"charter" for the Planning District, are available for review in 
each Town Clerk's office. 


Creation of the District will give the Steering Committee 
legal authority to carry out the responsibilities it has assumed 
in the last five years. The District would be for planning 
purposes only; it would not manage facilities or provide town 
services; it would not have taxing authority, and a town would be 
free to withdraw at any time. 


In 1985, the Steering Committee will continue its many 
planning projects. In addition, the group will propose methods 
for carrying out any needed traffic improvements and sponsor 
public discussions on issues of interest to the entire Valley. 


Our experience to date in dealing with growth in the Valley 
compares quite favorably to the conflicts abounding in other 
parts of the State. This is due in large part to the thoughtful 
atmosphere fostered by the Steering Committee and its efforts. 
Support for the proposed Mad River Valley Planning District will 
help to maintain and enchance this situation.

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REPORT OF THE WARREN PLANNING COMMISSION 


A set of amendments to the Zoning Bylaws of the Town was 
approved by a large majority of those voting at General Election. 
The amendments, prepared by the Planning Commission in concert 
with the Selectmen, Central Vermont Regional Planning Commission 
and the landowners most directly affected, established density 
and boundary limitations in the area of Sugarbush Village and the 
Sugarbush Inn, and extended the concept of transfering 
development rights from the Residential 2 zone into higher 
density zones. 

A further set of amendments will be presented to the Town by 
Australian ballot at Town Meeting. These amendments will rectify 
numerous inconsistencies or omissions in the Ordinance which have 
appeared in its administration. It will also propose an 
extension of the R-5 zone into the Eurich farm property to allow 
residential development at a greater density but considerably 
reduce size than that allowed by an existing, though contended 
permit. Also in a Separate agreement with the Town, the major 
Share of the Eurich farm property would be transferred to the 
ownership and management of the Ottaquechee Land Trust, making it 
available for use by the public. 

Site reviews and Act 250 reviews where applicable were 
conducted for the following proposals:

"The Meadows," time-share condominium development on 
West Hill

The Commission also reviewed the Sugarbush Valley snowmaking 
and chair lift applications, and participated in the State 
monitoring of the Sugarbush Sewage Treatment Plant. 

Effectiveness of planning initiatives in Warren has been 
considerably improved by the availability of Carol Groom, the 
Town's Administrative Assistant. The Mad River Growth Management 
Study, piloted by Jeff Squires of CVRPC has provided invaluable 
assistance in advice on general directions taken as well as 
specific tasks such as zoning amendment drafts, capital 
budgeting, and traffic study. Planning Commissioner Bill Maclay 
and Selectman Randy Taplin have represented the Town on the 
growth Study's Steering Committee which is proposing formal 
status aS a union municipal district for mutual concerns of 
Warren, Fayston and Waitsfield.

Thank you again, Warren residents, for your support in 1984. 
It is reassuring to know that the community has come to depend on 
the Humane Society to be at the other end of the line when your 
animals are lost or when you find a stray, when there is an 
accident or medical emergency, or when you have to find homes for 
those boxes of unplaceable kittens or pups. We're proud to say 
we've placed 48 dogs and 91 cats and kittens this past year--all 
with shots and worming. 


The slight decrease in stray dogs is a hopeful sign that 
fewer dogs are roaming free, but the large increase in cats lost 
or left off has only one answer. That answer can be found in 
just two words: spay and neuter. The Humane Society of the U.S. 
(in Washington, DC) informs us that the alarming rate of increase 
in the country-wide cat population is reaching awesome 
proportions and is constantly growing. Won't you help this by 
Spaying or neutering your cat? If you'll just stop by to visit 
us in May or June, you'll see why: there is no way to find homes 
for all those beautiful blue-eyed babies, there simply are not 
enough potential owners in a community such as our Valley 
townships represent. 


1984 is proud to have been the year in which the 
"Anti-Vivisection Law" became a part of Vermont statutes. This 
bill provides legislation under which it is prohibited to buy or 
sell domestic animals for laboratory experimentation. We are 
Speaking of animals that could be yours when lost or wandering, 
picked up and not claimed. It was largely due to the efforts and 
lobbying of all Humane Societies that this happened. 


We are hoping within a clearly foreseeable future to get the 
following legislation into effect: That large, domestic animals 
Must be provided with three-sided, to-the-ground shelter the 
length of the animal, during the months when it is obviously 
needed for the sake of the animals' health. Won't you please 
Support this effort if you have opportunity to do so. 


Please remember that we are here and equipped to take 
strays, depending on requirements of space. 


Come visit our Shelter and see all the good that your food 
contributions, donations and membership fees do for our animals.

Annual Report to the Citizens of Warren 


The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the 
prevention of illness and the control or elimination of hazards 
dangerous to the health of the public. In working toward this 
goal, the Health Departments has provided, or assured the 
provision of health services to communities across the state. 
Direct services are provided through 11 district field offices. 
During 1984, citizens of Warren received the following services 
from the district office in Barre: 

40 pregnant women, new mothers, and children’ received 
Supplemental foods, health and nutrition services through the WIC 
program. 

3 children and young adults received medical evaluation of 
individual health and dental status through the Early Periodic 
Screening, Diagnosis and Treatment program. 

23 persons received assessment information and counseling 
through the Maternal and Child Health program and/or information 
and teaching of parenting roles through prenatal classes and home 
visiting services. 

31 children received comprehensive health assessments, 
including preventive guidance, at Well Child Clinics. 

Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, 
cardiac, genetic, developmental disorders, and other handicapping 
conditions were provided to 5 children through the Handicapped 
Children's program and/or the Child Development Clinic in 
Burlington.

The Vermont Center For Independent Living<‘s 
1984 Annual Report To Vermont Towns 


The Vermont Center of Independent Living is a private, 
non-profit organization which works to assist disabled Vermonters 
in increasing their independence. We work throughout the state 
with disabled individuals, their families, other organizations 
and agencies, and the general public to reach this goal. 


According to the latest figures, approximately one in every 
eight Vermonters has a disability. In one way or another, all 
disabled citizens, their families, and friends receive indirect 
Support from the work of VCI. More than any other orgainization 
in the state, CVI has had a tremendous impact on the ways in 
which policy makers more positively and respectuflly approach the 
issue of disability. Through our discussions with the Vermont 
Agency of Human Services, the Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation, the administrators of Vermont's nursing homes, 
personnel of major hospitals, community development agencies, 
legislators, and various other boards and agencies, VCI has 
helped to improve both the understanding of disability issues and 
the accessibility of programs and resources needed by the 
disabled. Our Adaptive Equipment Project has been instrumental 
in creating ways that Vermont state agencies can be more 
responsive to the equipment needs of disabled Vermonters. 
Community Advocacy's research on employment ffor disabled 
Vermonters resulted in discussions with some of Vermont's major 
corporate employers on employment concerns of disabled 


Vermonters. This research will hopefully lead to increased 
employment opportunities for this group. Finally, we have 
provided support directly to towns through sending 


"AccessSAbility," OUr newsletter which provides extensive 
pertinent disability related information to all town clerks and 
through providing support in the revenue sharing process on 
accessibility self-evaluations and modifications. These are but 
a few of the general effects that VCI's work has had. 


During the past year, VCI has seen 2 people in your 
townthrough our Peer Advocacy Counseling Program, has responded 
to 4 Information and Referral requests for town residents, and 
sends "AccessAbility," our regular newsletter, to 4 individuals 
who reside in Warren.

Many people know about our Home-delivered Meals, and our

Of these, 3 people had their meal delivered to their home 
because of illness for all or part of the year.

In 1984 we provided these kinds of services to 60 residents 
of Warren. This was possible because of contributions from 
federal, state and town governments, in addition to donations 
from seniors we serve.

REPORT OF THE CENTRAL VERMONT SHELTER PROJECT 
FOR WARREN TOWN 


The CENTRAL VERMONT SHELTER PROJECT is a private,nonprofit, 
community-based organization established in 1980 for the purpose 
of helping battered women and their families. The Shelter 
Project has a 24-hour hot line (476-5022) and provides emergency 
Shelter, food and clothing along with counseling and referral 
services free of charge. The Project is staffed by a full-time 
Coordinator of Volunteers and about 23 active volunteers, who 
last year provided over 10,000 hours of service, or the 
equivalent of five full-time staff positions. 


The State Health Planning and Development Agency estimates 
that there are about 28,000 Vermont women at risk of spousal 
abuse each year, including about 2,650 in Washington County (our 
primary service area). In the first three quarters of 1984, the 
Shelter Project served over 150 adults and 140 children. 
Although last year we provided services to only one Warren adult 
resident, our 24-hour hot-line service was available to all 
Warren citizens. One of our service volunteers is from Warren. 
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National Forest Report 


1984 was a year of challenge and change for the Green 
Mountain National Forest! 


The most significant event for Vermonter's was passage of 
the Vermont Wilderness Bill, which created almost 41,000 acres of 
additional Wilderness in Vermont, and established a 22,000 acre 
National Recreation Area. The largest new Wilderness is the 
22,320 acre Breadloaf Wilderness Area on the Rochester and 
Middlebury Ranger Districts. Draped over the spine of the Green 
Mountains, it includes the Vermont Presidential Range and other 
roadless and undeveloped lands in Warren, Granville, Hancock, 
Ripton, and Lincoln. 


Wilderness management activities planned for 1985 include 
establishing the boundary with signs, and collecting visitor use 
information. Maps should be available this summer. 


Another highlight was the third successfull release of the 
endangered Peregrine Falcon from two remote cliff sites in the 
Forest. 14 young falcons were raised and freed in 1984, bringing 
closer the day when wild falcons will breed in our mountains. 


Sugarbush Valley Ski Area completed its first construction 
season following approval of its development plan. Two new lifts 
and additional snowmaking were completed in 1984, with more to 
come over the next 10 years. About half of the ski area is on 
National Forest land. A tremendous amount of cooperation between 
Sugarbush management, local and state governments, and the Forest 
Service has allowed careful growth to occur without environmental 
damage or hardship to the local communities. 


The Green Mountain National Forest produced about nine 
million board feet of sawtimber in 1984, along with 12,000 cords 
of pulpwood and firewood. Many thousands of residents and 
visitors used the Forest for recreation. A unique cooperative 
venture with the Rutland Correctional Center allowed low cost 
completion of needed conservation work by prison crews in 1984. 
The crewmembers were hardworking and cooperative, and seemed to 
enjoy the outdoor work. 


As ‘always, you're invited to take an active role in 
management of your National Forest. Let me know how you think 
we're doing, and don't hesitate to offer your ideas’ and 
suggestions for improvements.

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Capital Budget and Program 


Since 1984, the Warren Selectmen have carried out a financial 
management process known as the Capital Budget and Program. Each 
year, they evaluate the Town’s capital needs (equipment, buildings, 
land or other major, non-recurring expenses) and proposea Capital 
Budget for the coming year. They also project capital needs for 
the succeeding five years, and list these in the Capital Program. 


At Town Meeting, the voters are presented with the Capital 
Budget for their approval. This lists items to be purchased in the 
coming year, funds to be set aside or reserved for future capital 
purchases, or funds for debt retirement of past capital purchases. 
The 1986 Capital Budget is listed in the Town Report, and 
consideration of the Capital Budget is a warned article for Town 
Meeting. 


Adoption of the Capital Budget authorizes the Selectmen to 
carry out the Budget. The next five years of expenditures, of the 
Capital Program, are not authorized until each year is brought before 
the voters for annual approval. This allows the Selectmen to 
re-evaluate and revise the Town’s Capital needs on a yearly basis, 
but to do so with an eye toward the future. The goal is to keep 


the tax ratestable by spreading out thecosts of major capital purchases

Note 1: SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
Basis 


The Town of Warren’s financial statements were prepared using 
the cash basis of accounting. This method recognizes revenue and 
expenditures in the accounting period in which they are received 
or disbursed. 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds 
and account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for withaseparate 
set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, 
fund balance, receipts and disbursements. Town resources are allocated 
to and accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes 
for which they are to be spent and the means by which spending 
activities are controlled. 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS , 
General Fund- The General Fund is the general operating fund 


of the Town. It is used to account forall financial resources, except 
those required to be accounted for in another fund. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Trust and Agency Funds - Trust Funds are used to account for 
assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity. The Town has one 
Expendable Trust Fund, the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. 
Expendable Trust Funds are accounted for in essentially the same 
manner as Governmental Funds. 


Note 2: The Town has no debt outstanding as of December 31, 
1985. A bond of up to $300,000 has been approved by the voters 
for the purchase of Blueberry Lake. 


Note 3: The selectmen set the tax rate based on money appropriated 
at Town Meeting and cash needs. The tax rate for 1985 was set 
at $.70 per $100, due on August 10 and delinquent on November 
10.

During 1985 the Warren Public Library circulated 12,746 items 
from its collection of books, magazines, records, cassettes, toys, 
games and puzzles. 447 books were added through gifts and 
purchases, bringing the collection to 5534 volumes. The addition 
of 37 toys and 15 books on tape brought the non-book materials 
total to over 550. 


Service to pre-school children and their parents continues to 
be a high priority. Of the new books, 85 were picture books or 
easy-to-read, with many titles appropriate for children under two 
years of age. These books and the many skill-building toys and 
games make the library an appealing place for young children and 
their parents. Astory hour is offered for pre-schoolers on Wednesday 
mornings at 10:30, with a simple program of stories and craft 
activities geared to two, three and four year olds. 


Older children use the library for pleasure reading and forsome 
supplementary materials for school assignments. The Warren School 
and the Warren Public Library are working together to promote 
a life-long interest in books and reading among the students. In 
addition, summer programs for older children were offered this year: 
a storytelling workship lead by Tim Jennings and a folksong and 
story presentation by Tom Mackenzie, both funded by the Vermont 
Department of Libraries and the Vermont Council on the Arts. 


A valuable new resource for both children and adults is the 
1985 World Book Encyclopedia which was given by the Friends 
of the Warren Library. The Friends also donated $300 from funds 
raised through the membership drive and the Book and Bake Sale. 
We thank Chairman Jane Goodwin and Secretary- Treasurer Kathie 
Horst for their leadership of the Friends group. 


The librarian, Lois Kaufmann, and staff members Ruth Greenslit 
and Peggy Johnson have been assisted this year by volunteers Lynn 
Bowdery, Jane Goodwin, Vondamae Houston and Dessa Nimmo. 
These volunteers have together given almost 300 hours. Their service 
to the library is greatly appreciated. 


In late 1985 Rebecca Peatman and Marlene Weston resigned from 
the Library Commission after many years of service. Their 
contribution of time and effort to the development of the library 
was invaluable during the period of the greatest growth in the 
library’s collection and services. Kinny Connell and Mary Moffroid 
were appointed by the Selectmen to fill the vacancies. 


Once again, we thank the taxpayers of Warren for their support 
of the library. If you have not visited the library recently, please 
stop in soon. We’d like to think we have something for every 
Warren resident’s interests.

The students, faculty, administration and Board of Directors extend 
to you our thanks and appreciation for your continual support. 


Last year the Warren School’s curriculum development focus was 
on a Social Studies curriculum. This has been completed and has 
been sent to several national professionals in the field of education 
due to its uniqueness in design and appropriateness for current 
educational trends. 


This year the faculty and administration are involved with the 
Public School’s Self-Assessment. We are busy analyzing our whole 
school program and writing an assessment on twenty-two different 
aspects. It has been an interesting and informative project. This 
document is given to all members of a team, sixty days prior to 
their visiting the Warren School. During their visit, late April 
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to early May, this team will determine whether or not we meet 
the state standards for education. The results of this evaluation 
will be studied and a plan for corrective action will be developed 
if necessary. 


Roni Donnenfeld has become our science specialist, developing 
a unique program based on the Exploratorium model in San Francisco. 
The whole program, kindergarten through sixth grade, provides 
experiences and experiments in the field of perception. The children 
are experiencing the processes of scientific thinking. Exhibits are 
used as a springboard for formal curriculum and learning experiences. 
It looks like a “mini children’s science museum”. They studied the 
concepts of persistence of vision and perspective with David Ehrlich, 
a Vermont Council on the Arts film animator. The result was the 
production of an animated film from each class anda Warren School 
Film Festival. The crowds cheered! During the second half of the 
school year, the science program will focus onauditory perception. 


Last spring the Warren School was involved in the Russian Art 
Exchange. Fifteen Vermont schools participated in a program 
designed to develop informative attitudes about Russia through 
exchanges of art. Roni Donnenfeld’s and Suzanne Dirmaier’s classes 
studied and learned about Russian culture through Social Studies 
and Art activities. Students learned the Russian alphabet, folk tales, 
folk songs, and even met a Russian puppeteer after visiting his 
exhibition at the Fleming Museum. As a culmination of all of 
our efforts, in the spring of ’85, we participated in celebration 
of dance, song and crafts in Middlebury with all of the involved 
schools. Our art projects suchas the puppets, lacquer bowls, alphabet 
design pages and our Russian plays were shared. The program is 
continuing and our art work will be sent to a sister school in 
Russia. 


. Students participate in the Friday afternoon swim/tennis program 
at the Sugarbush Sports Center. Half our students go during the 
fall and the other half in the spring. During the sports program 
the students at the school learn about reptiles, amphibians, birds 
of prey and Mother Nature’s mysteries through liveanimal programs 
presented by the Vermont Institute of Natural Science. The children 
have the opportunity to hold and touch some of these live animals. 


During the winter, our Friday afternoon sports program goes 
outside. We consider this part of our physical education program 
and therefore require all students to participate in anactivity. This 
year approximately half of our children have free alpine ski 
instruction and lift tickets through the Sugarbush Ski area’s 
program. The remaining children are participating inacross- country 
ski program at the school, given by Tucker Hill Ski Touring 
program. Thechildren of the Warren School also thank the Sugarbush 
Corporation for offering our students reduced ski passes for the 
season. 
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The needs and requests of the Warren communtity have required 
that our Early Education program be expanded. Currently, screening 
is done on all three and four year olds, which results in a home 
based program for some children. At the school, a group of three 
and four year olds meets twice a week for socialization and 
developmental activities. New this year has been the organization 
of a parent group. We have joined with Fayston’s Early Education 
so that while parents are meeting, their preschool children meet 
in a play group. Space is shared between the Kindergarten and Early 
Education programs which limits expansions of either program. This 
is an area which will need serious consideration in the near futrue. 


Bill Lincoln continues to supervise the Washington West 
Supervisory Union. Linda Chiasson replaced Walt Barber as our 
business manager. Jan Keffer is the district’s special education 
coordinator, who along with Katie Woodruff, supervised Liz Huss, 
our Learning Resource Specialist, and Judy St. John, our Speech 
Pathologist. Elaine Taboskey-Wade is our school nurse, whose 
services are shared with the five Valley schools. Joan Bancroft 
provides secretarial services in the Warren School. Robin Foster 
creates delicious and nutritious meals as our hot lunch agent and 
cook. Rich Harendza, the maintenance supervisor, oversees the 
smooth operation of our building’s systems as well as the daily 
appearance inside and out. 


In addition to the special programs mentioned, there are many 


wonderful programs happening in each classroom. We have a very 
dedicated, hard working staff, who put much thought and energy 
into planning and providing for each individual student. The 
children are most fortunate to have a community who believes in 
and supports quality education. We invite you to visit your school 
any time. 


Once again, weextend our thanks to you for another very successful 
and rewarding year.

Report of the Warren Planning Commission 


The Commission exercised its Site Plan Review procedure 
extensively, deliberated Town Plan conformance, and conducted Act 
250 reviews for a variety of applications including: 


Windridge - (later renamed Westridge) 44 multifamily units 
off the Access Road. Site Plan and Town Plan approval 


Seasons--interior renovation, not requiring Site Plan 
approval 


Sugarbush Gondola Terminal conversion to restaurant (later 
amended to ski shop). Site Plan approval 


George Gardiner subdivision. Site Plan approval 
Little Grocery relocation. Site Plan approval 


Green Mountain Estates eleven duplex buildings off Golf 
Course Road. Site Plan and Town Plan approval 


Brady Building - application pending 


Coates Property purchased by Town for gravel source - Site 
Plan and Town Plan approval (under appeal) 


Sugarbush Sewage Treatment Plant additional storage lagoon 
- pending. 


The Board continued its efforts to preserve viable agtiouliia 
land while maintaining its value for the owner. A set of site 
assessment criteria was established enabling the Town to determine 
the suitability of specific farmlands for the Soil Conservation Service 
and the Ottaquechee Land Trust. 


The Ottaquechee Land Trust has a central role in open space 
perservation in Warren. A portion of the Eurich Farm will be 
transferred by the Sugarbush Inn to the Trust with conservation 
restrictions and provisions for public access. Also anticipated is 
the transfer of a parcel containing the summits of Double Top 
Mountain from Green Mountain Estates to the Trust. After several 
years the land would be offered to the Town or Green Mountain 
Estates with public access stipulations. 


Sugarbush Valley has requested a cooperative planning study 
of the Base Area, in conjunction with the Town and Regional 
representatives. The concept is to further detail the Sugarbush Master 
Plan done for the US Forest Service. Though the pressures of the 
skiing season have stalled this initiative, it is hoped that the process 
will be resumed in the spring. 


The Board received the resignation of Paul Hartmann as Zoning 
Administrator with regret. Paul has been extremely skillful in 
organizing administrative procedures and notifying the Board of 
problems within the Zoning Ordinance, as well as in carrying out 
the permit duties. Pamela Behn was appointed in his place. 


Priscilla Robinson was appointed to the Planning Commission 
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at year’s end. 


Special appreciation to Carol Groom, who somehow manages 
to apportion her skill as Administrative Assistant equitably between 
three active Boards. And Jeff Squires of the Growth Management 
Program gave his insight and able assistance in practically every 
acpect of our activity this year.

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Mad River Valley Planning District 


The Mad River Valley Planning District was created by an act 
of the voters at last year’s Town Meeting. The purpose of the 
District is to carry out “a program of planning for the future of 
the Mad River Valley. The planning program shall be directed toward 
the physical, social, economic, fiscal, environmental, cultural and 
aesthetic well being of the Towns of Fayston, Waitsfield and Warren 
and their inhabitants.” Activities of the District are overseen by 
a seven member Steering Committee consisting of a selectman and 
planning commissioner from each town and a representative of the 
Valley Area Association. 


In 1985, the District was active on a number of fronts. It 
sponsored a plan of roadway improvements that was widely discussed 
in the Valley. The plan has been forwarded to the Vermont 
Transportation Board. In cooperation with the Ottauquechee Land 
Trust, the District continued efforts to protect farm and open land 
in the Valley. In thespring, the Steering Committee issued a “Survey 
of the Business Climate in the Mad River Valley”. This report, 
which contained the observations and recommendations of 18 Valley 
Business people, stimulated much of the cooperative promotional 
activity currently underway. Most recently, the District sponsored 
a meeting of representatives of the Valley’s emergency services. 
Outstanding needs and opportunities for cooperation were 
indentified at this meeting, and will be pursued in the coming 
year. 


Continuous, ongoing effort by the Steering Committee and 
its staff was expended in direct assistance to selectmen, school boards 
and planning commissions in each of the Towns. The District has 
been particularly active in the introduction of Capital Budgeting 
as a financial management tool. 


Finally, the District continued the process of communication 
with Sugarbush Valley, Inc. A data gathering program, initiated 
in the 1983 Memorandum of Understanding between the Towns 
and the ski area, is generating information on a variety of topics 
ranging from skier visits to fire calls to school enrollment. This 
information will be useful in evaluating future development 
proposals. 


The Planning District is funded through equal contributions 
from each Town and Sugarbush Valley, Inc. Revenues and 
expenditures for FY 85 (3/85-3/86) are listed below.

The Central Vermont Regional Planning Commission isa regional 
planning organization of 22 member municipalities. CVRPC was 
established to provide assistance in such areas as land use planning, 
solid waste disposal, transportation, historic preservation, economic 
development, energy planning, and use of regional resources. The 
1985 Regional Land Use Plan was adopted and published during 
this year. In addition, a Regional Data Profile was completed, which 
contains a variety of population, housing, employment, and other 
useful demographic information. For the second year, CVRPC and 
Vermont College jointly held aseries of three workshops on zoning 
and planning for local officials. 


During 1985, CVRPC assisted the Town of Waitsfield through 
its participation in the Act 250 process. Further, the Commission’s 
computer capabilities are used for the datastorage and analysis called 
for in the 1983 Memorandum of Understanding with Sugarbush 
Valley, Inc. Finally, the Commission continued to provide 
administrative support to the Mad River Valley Planning district. 


The Regional Planning Commission is strengthened by your 


support and participation. The need for regional coordination and 
intermunicipal communication is of growing importance. The 
Regional Commission exists to serve these needs.

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MRV Humane Society 
News of 1985 


Every year the Mad River Valley Humane Society has a clearer 
picture of the pet population the Valley can absorb and a better 
understanding of how, but only with your cooperation, we can 
control the number of animals involved. Our hope as always is 
that one fine day we we’ll be closer to the goal of “an owner for 
every adoptable cat and dog that comes to us”. This naturally means 
fewer small animals and more responsible owners. 


In 1985 we placed 72 cats and 43 dogs. Most important, they 
were all spayed and neutered if old enough. Spaying and neutering 
are the only logical and economical answers to the animal 
overpopulation crisis that the U.S. is experiencing. Since the shots 
and worming for the first three kittens in a litter equals the cost 
of spaying the mother, it makes good sense financially and insures 
the most constructive use of your contributions to the Society. 


The Tedd Moos Memorial fund, created expressly for the neutering 
of strays, aided us enormously in 1985. We are forever grateful 
to those who created and contribute to the fund. As a direct result, 
many dogs and cats are enjoying happy homes and will not leave 
hundreds of unwanted offspring. 


The awesome nationwide increase in wild cats the past few years 
has been felt here. The Valley’s transient human population 
frequently abandons cats when they move on, leaving the animals 
to fend for themselves in our harsh winter climate. Each one that 
survives produces from twelve to thirty offspring who often carry 
diseases such as Feline Leukemia, are a menace to domestic cats who 
go outdoors, and are unapproachably wild by thesecond generation. 
If your cat is not altered, you are contributing to a problem of 
nearly crisis proportions throughout the country. 


Every year at first frost the MRV Humane Society is flooded 
with young adult cats. They are inexcellent condition. We advertise 
for the owners, but very rarely does one appear to claim his pet. 


We are pleased to announce a new service, a CAT REGISTRY, 
that can help solve this problem. Register your cat with us BEFORE 
IT IS LOST. Then we can notify you when it surfaces, maybe 
months later. This service is FREE and the information can be mailed 
to the Society or phoned in. 


The Society holds a regular meeting the first Monday of every 
month. Interested members are encouraged to attend. They should 
call Mrs. Fletcher Joslin, Society Secretary, for the meeting time 
and place.

In 1985, MRVAS responded to 216 calls. We have seen an increase 
in motor vehicle accidents and substance abuse related calls, with 
a decrease in illness and ski injuries. With our First Response Vehicle 
in full time use, our average response time has gone from 14 minutes 
to 8 minutes. The EMT - Defibrillation certification became available 
in Vermont for the first time in 1985 and MRVAS was one of 
the first services to receive the training. We are indebted to our 
community for thecontinuing ongoing support we receive, enabling 
us to continue providing the best emergency medical care possible.

Annual Report to the Citizens of Warren 


The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the prevention 
of illness and the control or elimination of hazards dangerous to 
the health of the public. In working toward this goal, the Health 
Department has provided, or assured the provision of health services 
to communities across the state. Direct services are provided through 
11 district field offices. During fiscal year 1985, citizens of Warren 
received the following services from the district office in Barre: 


41 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received 
supplemental foods, health and nutrition services through the 
WIC program. 


5 children and young adults received medical evaluation of 
individual health and dental status through the Early Periodic 
Screening, Diagnosis and Treatment program. 


29 persons received assessment information and counselling 
through the Maternal and Child Health program and/or 
information and teaching of parenting roles through prenatal 
classes and home visiting services. 


27 children received comprehensive health assessments, including 
preventive guidance, at Well Child Clinics. 


Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, 
genetic, developmental disorders, and other handicapping conditions 
were provided to 5 children through the Handicapped Children’s 
program and/or the Child Development Clinic in Burlington. 


The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the 
prevention and control of illness by identifying chemicals and 
microorganisms in a variety of substances. During fiscal year 1985, 
the following laboratory services were provided to residents of 
Warren: 

10 blood tests to identify women needing immunization against 
German Measles (Rubella) to prevent birth defects, 


15 other diagnostic blood tests, 


303 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor 
drinking water quality. 


Many services are also provided at the local level by your Town 
Health Officer, Richard C. Wein. Please feel free to call him if 
you need any assistance. The Health Department provided technical 
assistance and support to local health officers. 


We encourage your participation in our programs. Information 
about all Health Department services may be obtained by calling 
our toll-free number 1-800-642-3323, or the Barre district office 
at 479-9383.

The Board of Directors meetings are held the third Wednesday 
every two months at the agency office. These meetings are open 
to the public. In addition to the elected board members, aselectmen 
from each town may serve as a representative on the Board. 


During 1985 the agency provided the following services: 


1. Home Visiting Program , 
This program provided therapeutic care of the sick as a coordinated 
part of a total treatment plan, under the direction of a physician. 


2. Health Promotion, Education, Prevention 
Expectant Parent Classes, Home visit follow-up for the new mothers 
and infants and Individual Consultation. 


3. Community Clinic Programs 
Flu shot clinics in Waitsfield and Well Childclinics in Waterbury. 
Health screening clinics are held monthly at the senior citizen meal 
sites in Waitsfield. 


4. Homemaker Program 
A partially state funded program to provide meal preparation, 
personal care supervision, housekeeping and chore services to the 
disabled and chronically ill elderly at risk for institutionalization. 


5. Hospice Program 
The agency has eight volunteers from the area trained insupportive 
care to terminally ill patients and their families. 


6. Hypertension Program 
The agency in conjunction with the State Health Department’s 
Hypertension Program, isscreening residents for high blood pressure 
providing referral, education and counseling on aspects of blood 
pressure control. We screened 1,029 people for high blood pressure 
with follow-up screening on 701.

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Report of the Central Vermont Council of Aging 
To The Town of Warren 


The Central Vermont Council on Aging, a private non-profit 
organization, helps area elderly maintain themselves in their own 
homes and in the community. 


Many know of our Home Delivered Meals and Senior Meals 
Programs presently cooked and served out of thirty-three locations 
throughout Central Vermont. In 1985, 4,827 meals were served 
with our support in Waitsfield. 


Less visible but equally important is our work in your town 
to assist anyone over sixty to apply, receive and iron out problems 
relating to benefits to which they are entitled, to provide 
information on subjects relating to aging; such as entitlements, 
nursing homes, alternatives to nursing homecare, advocacy services, 
rides to and from essential shopping, medical appointments and 
senior meals; and in-home support. Altogether we served 57 Warren 
residents in 1985.

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National Forest Report 


1986 marks the 25th Anniversary for the Rochester Ranger District! 


In September, 1961 the old “Northern District” of the Green 
Mountain National Forest was split up to form the Middlebury 
and Rochester Districts. We’re proud to have been a part of the 
Rochester community for the past quarter century, and plan to 
continue caring for the land and serving the people of the area 
for many years to come. 


The highlight of 1985 was completion of our Draft Plan for 
management of the Green Mountains for the next ten years. After 
several years in preparation, it was released in December for review 
by the public. The public review period extends through March 
31st, so if you haven’t seen the Plan, come in and see me. I’d 
like to show you what we propose and explain what it means. 
Another nice happening was the formal designation of our Hector 
District (in Seneca and Schuyler Counties, New York) as the Finger 
Lakes National Forest. It’1l still be administered by the Forest 
Supervisor in Rutland, but this 13,000 acre public jewel is now 
a full-fledged National Forest in the heart of the Finger Lakes area. 


Recreation continues to be an important use of the Forest; we 
recorded nearly 150,000 visitor days of camping, fishing, hiking, 
picnicing, hunting, and snowmobiling in ’85, and over 300,000 
visitor days of skiing (a visitor day is 12 hours of use). 


We provided over 15 million board feet of timber to our local 
economy, along with 400 firewood permits and 400 Christmas trees. 


Twelve young Peregrine Falcons were raised and released from 
two ’hack sites’ in the Forest, bringing our four year total to 
over 50 birds. At least one successful nest was located in Vermont 
last year, and we hope to have one or more in the Forest in 1986. 


1986 promises to be exciting. In addition to completing the 
Final Forest Plan (with your help), we hope to take advantage of 
several tremendous land acquisition opportunities and continue the 
improvement of the Texas Falls picnic area. You’re invited to be 
part of the action! I’d like to hear from you soon about our Draft 
Plan, and hope you’ 11 offer your ideas and suggestions for improving 
the management of your National Forest throughout the coming 
year.

Note 1: SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 
Basis 


The Town of Warren’s financial statements were prepared using 
the cash basis of accounting. This method recognizes revenue and 
expenditures in the accounting period in which they are received 
or disbursed. 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds 
and account groups, each of which is considered aseparate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund areaccounted for with aseparate 
set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, 
fund balance, receiptsand disbursements. Town resources are allocat- 
ed to and accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes 
for which they are to be spent and the means by which spending 
activities are controlled. 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund- The General Fund is the general operating fund 
of the Town. It is used to account forall financial resources, except 
those required to be accounted for in another fund. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Trust and Agency Funds - Trust Funds are used to account for 

_ assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity. The Town has one 

Expendable Trust Fund, the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund. Expend- 

able Trust Funds are accounted for in essentially the same manner 
as Governmental Funds. 


Note 2: The Town has no debt outstanding as of December 31; 
1986. A bond of up to $300,000 has been approved by the voters 
for the purchase of Blueberry Lake. 


Note 3: The selectmen set the tax rate based on money appropriated 
at Town Meeting and cash needs. The tax rate for 1986 was set 
at $.70 per $100, due on August 10 and delinquent on November

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Library Commissioners’ Report 


The Warren Public Library has a new entrance, a new sign and, 
thanks to the Building Renovation Project, is accessible to the disa- 
bled. We are proud of this town resource which continues to attract 
residents and visitors of all ages. In 1986, both the library acquisi- 
tions and the library circulation of books, toys, tapes and magazines 
increased by about 10%, bringing the total book collection to 5880. 
We continue to enjoy the expertise of Lois Kaufmann, Librarian, 
who works closely with the local schools, the Midstate Regional 
Library and the Inter-Library Loan Program to bring quality mater- 
ials to our library. Lois is assisted by Ruth Greenslit and Peggy 
Johnson. 


Service to pre-school children and their parents continues with 
Wednesday morning story hours, Friday morning toy times, and 
special programs such as a Discovery Toy Party, and the Gould 
and Stearns mime performance this summer which was supported 
in part by the Vermont Council on the Arts and the Vermont Depart - 
ment of Libraries. 


A book discussion series, "not for Children Only" was presented 
earlier this year, and was very well attended. Adults participated 
in stimulating discussions of classicchildrens’ books led by selected 
scholars. The program, which included five evening meetings at 
the library through the winter, was supported in part by the National 
Endowment for the Humanities and the Vermont Council on the 
Humanities and Public Issues, with matching monies from the Warren 
Library and assistance from the Friends of the Library for mailings 
and coffee. Many thanks to Annie Starkweather who organized this 
exciting program. 


The Warren Public Library has expanded its after school hours 
to better serve the high school students. The library is now open 
Mondays and Wednesdays after school, as well as all day Saturday. 
The focus of new acquisitions has most recently been directed toward 
reference materials for this age group. 


Donations are a valuable and much appreciated resource. The 
Friends of the Library raised over $400 this year which was applied 
toward the purchase of toys and cassettes. The latter item has become 
popular with those who have long commutes, as well as with those 
with long illnesses. Volunteer assistance has increased this year, 
and we are very appreciative of the many hours (500) contributed 
by Lynn Bowdery, Jane Goodwin, Jane Hammarstrom, Vondamae 
Houston, Dessa Nimmo, Pat Skelding and Pat Stetson. Two members 
donated books, records and two microscopes. Many thanks to all 
who have contributed to our library, especially the tax payers whose 
support has been generous. 


The library commission members have developed a questionnaire 
to assist them in meeting the needs of the town of Warren. Please 
take a few minutes to fill one out, either at Town Meeting or 
later at the library.

The Warren School welcomes our new Superintendent, Dr. Richard 
Moser. We’ve already begun to experience some new and exciting 
changes. Linda Chiasson continues as the district’s business manager 
and Jan Keffer as our special education coordinator. 


The Warren Elementary School has completed the new Vermont 
Public School Approval of School Standards. We are proud of 
our final report which described the school with comments such 
as: "Theschool isa warm, inviting place of learning where individual 
children are the center of everything that occurs—a vibrant 
environment which is intellectually stimulating - extremely knowl- 
edgeable staff - extremely high levels of expectations - exceptional 
interdisciplinary instruction - high levels of cooperation" the final 
paragraph describing our school reads, "Finally, the community is 
to becommended for its strong support of Warren Elementary School. 
Their commitment to excellence in education for the children of 
Warren is outstanding." The students, faculty, administration, and 
Board of Directors appreciate your strong commitment and support. 
We feel you should be proud of this acknowledgement. 
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One of the areas found needing attention by the PSA visiting 
team was the development of a comprehensive health curriculum. 
This was written during the 1986 summer by Elaine Taboskey - Wade 
and implemented this present school year. An outgrowth of this 
curriculum has been a district involvement in Act 51, a law passed 
by the Vermont legislature in 1983. This requires that "alcohol 
and drug abuse education programs shall be fully implemented by 
all school districts by the end of the 1986-87 school year." There- 
fore, all schools in our district are working with state department 
personnel in the development of an alcohol and drug abuse curricu- 
lum, which will be part of our health program. 


The Warren School has a strong academic program in the basics 
of education, which is supplemented in some unusual and wonderful 
opportunities for children. Some examples of these are as follows: 


1. Last year an outgrowth of Roni Donnenfeld’s collaboration 
with David Ehrlich’s week-long artist in residency, Nancy’s 
5/6 grade produced an animated film titled, "The messed up 
self-Portraits." Judy Reeder and Lisa Brunini spent many hours 
with the children developing the art work, with accompanying 
music and sounds. Letters were sent to our local businesses, 
soliciting funding for the project and the following responded: 
Brothers Building, F.G. White, Valley Players, Sugarbush Cor- 
poration, Valley Paint and the Warren Store. Through their 
contributions we were able to complete this film which has 
been entered in three contests (one in France) and recently won 
a Certificate of Merit in the 22nd Chicago International Film 
Festival. Also the Regional Library of Vermont’s audio visual 
department purchased a copy of this film from the Warren 
School. We are pleased and proud of this joint student, teacher 
and community effort. 


. One of the units studied this past year was based on the subject 
of China. Special subjects were integrated into this study along 
with the classroom subjects. Therefore, children learned the 
Ribbon Dance in physical education, studied Chinese art and 
reproduced their own versions, sang Chinese songs while learn- 
ing about the abacus in math, Chinese history insocial studies 
and reading extensively from trade books on China. A final 
activity was an overnight field trip to Boston, where the child- 
ren saw an ancient China exhibit at the Museum of Science. 


. Another field trip saw the same children traveling to Montreal 
for an overnight stay to view a Remus II exhibit, as well 
as a showing of Picasso paintings. this trip was the highlight 
in a study of ancient Egypt. Field trips are an integral part 
of the Warren School’s program. We believestrongly in provid- 
ing students with hands-on experiences and the opportunity 
to view real life situations. 


. The Early Education program has expanded providing a parent - 
child room. This takes place in our music room, which is 
also shared with thespeech and language pathologist. Theroom 
is a place for parents or childcare providers to come with their 
preschool children. All ages 0-5 are welcome any time. 
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5. Each year the California Test of Basic Skills shows our sixth 
grade students averaging two to three years above grade level. 


The Friday afternoon programs continue as in years past. During 
the fall and spring the Sugarbush Sports Center sponsors a free 
swim/tennis program for our students. Half of thestudents partici- 
pate at the Center, while the other half remain at school for programs 
delivered by outside organizations or groups. this year Catherine 
Carr and Roni Donnenfeld developed a program on sound - acombin- 
ation of theater and science, which was very successful. 


During the winter, Friday afternoons are spent skiing. 
Downhill/alpine skiers receive free lessons and tickets at the Sugar- 
bush Ski Area. The cross country ski program will take place at 
Blueberry Lake. We give special thanks to all the parents who help 
in these programs. Without your participation we would not have 
these opportunities for children. 


As a result of our newly organized P.T.O., parent support is 
felt in many ways in the Warren School. The library benefits from 
several parents who spend time sorting and filing. Some of our 
parents have volunteered to retrieveand returnclassroom kits, which 
teachers have ordered to use with their programs. Field trips always 
have parents accompanying and monitoring children. Many parents 
are working in the classroom while others have organized and spon- 
sored special events, like our Halloween party. All the way from 
pre-school to sixth grade, we are most fortunate to have parents 
who volunteer to spend their time helping their child’s education. 


The Warren School has had several changes in their faculty this 
year. Last year, Susan Mack left, and Joanne Brunini was hired 
to fulfill that vacancy. Roni Donnenfeld was given a one year’s 
leave of absence, and Heidi Ringer was hired for a primary teaching 
position. Leigh Clark is onamaternity leave, and Deborah Mitchell 
is our physical education teacher. Polly Moore is our new secretary, 
and Gary Merchant is our building supervisor. Elaine Lee agreed 
to continue our lunch program. Elaine Taboskey - Wade is now two 
full days at the Warren School as our school nurse, and Judy St. 
John continues as our speech pathologist. 


So many wonderful and exciting things arecontinually happening 
at the Warren Elementary School. Weall believe in quality education. 
Please visit your school and see, we welcome and urge you tocome. 
Again we thank everyone for another very successful school year.

The Commission exercised its Site Plan Review procedure extensive- 
ly, deliberated Town Plan conformance, and conducted Act 250 
reviews for a variety of applications including: 


Sugarbush Sewage Treatment Plant initial application to en- 
large lagoon and develop information on spray irrigation led to 
a pilot project investigation feasibility for breakpoint chlorination

| Virginia Farley of the Land Trust assisted us considerably 
in developing our Farmland Preservation program. A cooperative 
effort between the town, the Land ‘rust. and developers on the 
Eurich Farm and Green Mountain Estates has resulted in perpetual 
conservation restrictions and public access provisions on significant 
portions of those projects. 


The Commission acknowleges the exceptional contributions 
of Pam Behn, Zoning Administrator, and Carol Groom, Administra- 
tive Assistant, in enabling us to carry out our duties.

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MAD RIVER VALLEY 
PLANNING DISTRICT 


The Mad River Valley Planning District was created by an act 
of the voters at the 1985 Town Meeting. The purpose of the District 
is to carry out "a program of planning for the future of the Mad 
River Valley. The planning program shall be directed toward the 
physical, social, economic, fiscal, environmental, cultural and aesthe- 
tic well being of the towns of Fayston, Waitsfield and Warren 
and their inhabitants." Activities of the District are overseen by 
a seven-member Steering Committee consisting of a selectman and 
planning commissioner from each town and a representative of the 
Valley Area Association.

In 1986, the District took advantage of the respite from develop- 
ment pressure to initiate consideration of various public service 
and facility needs. Chief among these were the funding and com- 
mencement of water supply and sewage disposal studies in Waitsfield 
and Warren, the dialogue with the Vermont State Police regarding 
a locally funded additional trooper in the valley, and the commitment 
from the Vermont Agency of Transportation to budget funds for 
analysis of the Rte. 17/Rte. 100 intersection and of a year 2000 
bypass of Waitsfield Village/Irasville. 


Also in 1986, the District became a formal affiliate of the Ot- 
tauquechee Land Trust. Through its relationship, the groups hope 
to create an Open Space Plan for the Mad River Valley in 1987. 


A third significant effort of the District in 1986 was its participa- 
tion with Sugarbush Valley, in the initiation of a base area planning 
and design program. This process began witha well attended public 
meeting in Warren, which gave Valley residents a chance to air their 
priorities for future growth. This base area planning will serve 
as a complement to the 1983 Mountain Master Plan. 


The Planning District is funded through equal contributions 
from each Town and Sugarbush Valley Limited Partnership. Reven- 
ues and expenditures for 1986 are listed below.

1986 Report to the Town of Warren 


The Central Vermont Regional Planning Commission is aregional 
planning organization of 22 member municipalities. CVRPC was 
established to provide assistance in such areas as land use planning, 
solid waste disposal, transportation, historic preservation, economic 
development, energy planning, and use of regional resources. This 
year, CVRPC created a data base of all Act 250 projects in the 
Region, providing better access to the information and the capability 
of sorting and analyzing the data. A printout of projects in each 
town was sent to the Chairmen of the Board of Selectmen and the 
Planning Commission, and will be updated every six months. In 
June, CVRPC initiated a quarterly newsletter whose purpose is to 
keep local officials informed about planning and community 
development issues, as well as grants that are available. 


During 1986, CVRPC continued its cooperative effort with the 
Mad River Valley Planning District and provided assistance in the 
update of Warren’s Capital Budget and Program and in therevision 
of the town plan. CVRPC staff met with the architect working 
on the renovation of the Town Office Building concerning the 
buildings historic character. 


During this next year, through participation in the Central Ver- 
mont solid Waste Management District, the Regional Planning Com- 
mission will continue to help with the effort to explorealternative 
disposal systems for solid waste. CVRPC will continue the series 
of training and educational workshops for local officials, as well 
as assist in the administration of and amendments to local plans, 
ordinances, and capital budgets. 


The Regional Planning Commission is strengthened by your sup- 
port and participation. The need for regional coordination and 
intermunicipal communication is of growing importance. The Re- 
gional Commission exists to serve these needs.

AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 


The Mad River Valley Ambulance Service (MR VAS) logged 225 
emergency calls for 1986. Qur response time has stayed down to 
an average of 7.8 minutes, with the use of the First Response Vehicle. 
We have scen an incresse in assaults this year for the first time. 


In 1986 the State EMS regulations changed, requiring the minimum 
certification level in an ambulance to be Emergency Care Attendant 
(ECA). up a level from advanced First Aid. " MRVAS wes one of 
the first services in the state to offer this course. Anyone wishing 
to join the service who is at present untrained, may sign up for 
the ECA course we offer every fall. 


The community has responded to our cll for extra help and we 
now have a number of new members. This year also sew the movement 
to get community people trained a CPR instructors. Our goal 
is to have these individuals teach CPR to the public. training a 
many people as possible. Wouldn't it be great to have trained people 
in all our restaurants, schools. day care centers, imms, stores, cic? 


In January the Board of Directors voted to replace our older model 
ambulance with a new modula ambulance. Reseach ts underway 
to determine the best vehicle for our needs, and fundraising will 
begin soon. 


New Building Update: At present MRVAS is negotiating with 
the Town of Waitsfield about possible expansion of our present 
facility. The expansion, if approved by the town. would be paid 
for by Waitsfield. and would include much needed expanded facilities 
for both the fire department and the ambulance service. We would 
continue to pay rent a we have done all along. If this choice 
doesnt work out, then we will go ahead with plans to consiruct 
our own building. At present, all funds received for our building 
fund thus far ae being held in a separate account to be used only 
for that purpose. 


Many people help make MR VAS work besides the attendants, driv- 
ers and dispatchers. We are greatly appreciative to all those people 
behind the scenes who offer their unstinting help throughout the 
year, and to this great community a a whole for their continued 
generosity and support.

Many thanks to all the Humane Society members for the generous 
contributions of food for the animals, made during the holidays. 
Your support assures us that you realize the fact that we are doing 
what we can for the welfare of the Valley animals. 


The turn over of cats and dogs from the shelter in 1986 was 
as always, many more cats than dogs—46 dogs and 93 cats. This 
ever increasing difference of felines over canines clearly indicates 
that the feline population is completely out of proportion to the 
number of possible cat owners in the valley, largely caused by’ the 
transient nature of local residents. So again we report there is no 
solution except spaying and neutering—female cats between 5-6 
months and males no later than 7-8 months. 


We are still offering a free cat registration service toall interested 
owners. Simply call 496-4664, give us a description of your cat, 
and you might just find it if it strays from home. But do that 
now, before it roams. 


In 1987 we can also offer you a new service. All cats adopted 
after 4 moths of age will be tested for Feline Leukemia before adoption 
for half the usual veterinary fee and kittens under 4 months old 
will be issued a certificate good for testing at the same greatly 
reduced fee, at the Valley Animal Hospital, when the kitten is of 


age. This fatal disease can be prevented; it cannot be cured. 


The Society holds regular meetings the first Tuesday of every 
month. Interested members are urged to attend. Please call Ruth 
Joslin at 496-3477 for meeting time and place.

The Board of Directors meetings are held the third Wednesday 
every two months at the agency office.

During 1985 the agency provided the following services: 


1. Home Visiting Program 
This program provided therapeutic care of the sick as acoordinated 
part of a total treatment plan, under the direction of a physician. 


2. Health Promotion, Education, Prevention 
Expectant Parent Classes, Home visit follow-up for the new mothers 
and infants and Individual Consultation. 


3. Community Clinic Programs 
Flu shot clinics in Waitsfield and Well Childclinics in Waterbury. 
Health screening clinics are held monthly at the senior citizen meal 
sites in Waitsfield. | 


4. Homemaker Program 
A partially state funded program to provide meal preparation, person- 
al care supervision, housekeeping and chore services to the disabled 
and chronically ill elderly at risk for institutionalization. 


5. Hospice Program 
The agency has eight volunteers from the area trained in supportive 
care to terminally ill patients and their families. 


6. Hypertension and Cardiac Risk Program 
The agency inconjunction with the State Health Department’s Hy per - 
tension Program, is screening residents for high blood pressure and 
cholesterol levels providing referral, education and counseling on 
aspects of reducing cardic risks. We screened 1,235 people for high 
blood pressure with follow-up screening on 604.

CVCAC is a private, nonprofit agency serving low income 
residents of a 56-town region. Our programs are funded by grants 
and contributions from towns, groups and individuals. CVCAC 
has a 21-year history of organizing cost-effective ways to address 
the causes of poverty as well as meeting emergency needs. Not count- 
ing circulation for our bimonthly People’s Voice newsletter (mailed 
to 32 local listings), CVCAC services reached 9 Warren households 
in the last year. 


Our weatherization program insulated 396 area homes last 
year. Each fall CVCAC also distributes plastic for low income 
residents to install as temporary storm windows. Outreach staff 
offer adviceand referrals ona variety of needs (jobs, utility problems, 
etc.); for instance, CVCAC clients are screened to see if they may 
need and qualify for help from the state’s winter fuel assistance 
program. 


CVCAC administers a USDA commodity distribution program 
which, thanks to volunteers, provided about 560 pounds of food 
to Warren families last year. We promote home food production 
by bulk ordering vegetable seeds available free to ourclients. Com- 
munity support for our food shelves enabled CVCAC to provide 
about $24,720 worth of emergency food to 687 Washington County 
area families in FY86. We also run a program subsidizing food 
costs at more than a hundred day care homes. 


The agency employed 165 people in the last year. We operate 
statewide job training programs for residents over 55 and unem- 
ployed Vermonters who have done seasonal farmwork. 


CVCAC’s Head Start program provided preschool education, 
health and social services to 234 area families in FY86. Among 
other family services, our Special Friends program matches adult 
volunteers with Washington County children experiencing problems 
at home or school.

359 of these meals went to 
homebound elders. 


Less visible but equally important is our work in your town 
to assist anyone over sixty to apply, receive and iron out problems

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Warning for Warren Town Meeting 1988 


The residents of the Town of Warren who are legal voters in the town 
are hereby notified and warned to meet at the Town Hall in the Town 
of Warren on Tuesday, March 1, 1988 at 10:00 o’clock in the forenoon 
to act upon the following matters: 


To elect a Moderator for the ensuing year. 

To elect a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 

To hear and act upon the reports of the several town officers. 
To elect all other town officers required by law. 


To vote a budget to meet the expenses and liabilities of the 
Town, including the capital expenditures, and authorize the 
Selectmen to set a tax rate sufficient to provide the same. 


To see if the Town will authorize its Selectmen to borrow 
money to pay current expenses and debts of the Town in an- 
ticipation of the collection of taxes for that purpose. 


To see if the Town will vote its current taxes into the hands 
of the Town Treasurer. 


To see if the Town will have its taxes of real and personal 
property paid in installments and set the dates and to see 
whether payments shall be with or without discounts and 
set the amount thereof. 


To see if the Town will vote the sum of $50.00 per mile on 
town highways to take advantage of state reimbursement. 


To see how the Town will spend its National Forest (Green 
Mountain National) money. 


To see if the Selectmen will be empowered to accept any 
forest land if given to them or to purchase any forest land. 


To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to spend up 
to $10,000 as Warren’s share in the cost of the Three Town 
Sewage Planning Study recently completed in conjunction 
with Sugarbush Ski Area? 


To see if the Town will instruct (advise) our legislators to 
vote to amend the Vermont Constitution by adding a 
municipal "homerule" amendment worded as follows: 


To reaffirm the customary and traditional liberties of the 
people with respect to the conduct of their local government 
and to grant and confirm to the people the right of self- 
government in local matters, the voters of any organized 
city, town or village shall have the power to adopt, alter and 
amend a charter on all matters, not specifically prohibited 
by the Constitution or general law, which are local and

municipal in character. If a charter adoption, alteration or 
amendment is approved by a majority of the voters voting 
thereon, it shall become effective on the first day of the next 
succeeding municipal fiscal year unless otherwise specified 
in the charter. This power shall be in addition to powers 
specifically granted cities, towns and villages through legis- 
lation. This section shall be liberally construed in favor of 
municipalities.

Notel: SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING 
POLICIES 


Basis 


The Town of Warren’s financial statements were prepared using the 
cash basis of accounting. This method recognizes revenue and ex- 
penditures in the accounting period in which they are received or 
disbursed. 


Fund Accounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the basis of funds and 
account groups, each of which is considered a separate accounting 
entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for witha 
separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, 
liabilities, fund balance, receipts and disbursements. Town 
resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual funds 
based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the 
means by which spending activities are controlled. The various 
funds are grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into 
two (2) broad fund categories and three (3) generic fund types, as 
follows: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund - The General Fund is the general operating fund 
of the Town. It is used to account for all finan- | 


cial resources, except those required to be ac- 
counted for in another fund. 


Capital Projects Fund - Capital Projects Funds are used to 
account for the acquisition or construction of major 
capital facilities. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Trust and Agency Funds - Trust Funds are used to account for 
assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity. The 
Town has one Expendable Trust Fund, the Federal 
Revenue Sharing Fund. Expendable Trust Funds 
are accounted for in essentially the same manner as 
Governmental Funds.

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Note 2: OUTSTANDING DEBT 


The Town has no debt outstanding as of December 31,1987. A bond 
of up to $300,000 has been approved by the voters for the purchase of 
Blueberry Lake. 


Note 3: TAXES 


The selectmen set the tax rate based on money appropriated at Town 
Meeting and cash needs. The tax rate for 1987 was set at $ .75 per 
$100, and is due on August 10 and delinquent on November 10.

Report of the Warren Public Library for 1987 


At Town Meeting in 1987 the Library Commission distributed a ques- 
tionnaire on library services. From the 122 survey forms returned it 
was obvious that there is a wide range of needs and interests which 
the library must strive to meet, from recreational reading and listen- 
ing to information on a variety of subjects, all the way from antiques 
to zoology. We appreciated hearing from those who took the time to 
complete the questionnaire and make comments and suggestions and 
the Commission has considered them carefully while making long 
range plans for library service. 


One frequently mentioned request was for more comfortable chairs 
at the reading table. In response to this request, the Friends of the 
Warren Library bought four new chairs with funds contributed 
during their membership drive and raised at the Book and Bake Sale. 
The chairs are a fine addition to the library and all who use them are 
grateful to the Friends of their generosity. 


There has been continued interest in library programs, with two 
literature discussion series held during 1987. "Not for Children Only" 
and "The Humor of Hardship", both funded in part by the Vermont 
Council on the Humanities and Public Issues. We have also offered 
programs for children, from the Friday morning Toddler Time and 
Wednesday morning pre-school story hours to summer reading and 
activity programs for school age children. 


The library’s collection of books, magazines, cassettes, records, toys 

_ and games grew in 1987 to well over 6000 items. In addition to trying 
to meet demands for current popular materials, we have continued 
to build a solid reference collection for adults and high school stu- 
dents. A set of the 1987 Encyclopedia Britannica, a gift to the library, 
is an important addition to the reference shelves. 


In the day to day operation of the library, I am grateful for the assis- 
tance of Ruth Greenslit. In May of 1987 the other part-time staff mem- 
ber, Peggy Johnson, was replaced by Annie Starkweather who was in 
turn replaced by Pat Bardes on Jan. 1, 88. Volunteers Jane Goodwin, 
_ Jane Hammarstrom, Fiona Houston, Dessa Nimmo and Pat Stetson 
gave over 500 hours to the library in 1987. Their help has been in- 
valuable. 


We thank the taxpayers of Warren for their support of the library and 
we invite any who have not come to see what the library has to offer 
to visit us soon.

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LAW ENFORCEMENT 


At the 1987 Warren Town meeting the voters approved a pilot 
program to increase the level of police coverage. 


The purpose of the plan was to address a number of specific 
problems that were of overall concern to the residents of Warren: 


1. Drunk driving 


2. Excessive speeding, particularly in areas where children are 
present and/or people are on the roads walking, jog- 
ging, horseback riding, etc. 


3. Backup for the ambulance service on calls that involve alcohol, 
domestic violence, drug overdose/suicide, or 
weapons. 


4. Long response times or unavailability of State Police 


5. Burglaries. 


With those objectives in mind, Warren joined with Waitsfield, whose 
voters had voiced similar concerns, in contracting with the- 
Washington County Sheriff’s Department to have Deputies patrol- 
both towns on a limited basis. 


A police cruiser was purchased and outfitted by the Town of War- 
ren for the Deputies’ use, and Waitsfield agreed to pay for half the 
cost of the vehicle itself and its monthly expense through a formula 
agreed to by both Boards of Selectmen. 


Each town then allocated $10,000. for manpower and vehicle ex- 
pense to allow for 24 hours per week of patrol from March until 
December, and then 40 hours per week of patrol from December until 
the following Town meeting in March.The issue of local control and 
quality of the program was addressed by having the Warren and 
Waitsfield Constables monitor the program and report to the 
Selectmen on a regular basis. 


Both Constables are also Sheriff’s Deputies and participate in the 
patrol program.The results of the program to date have been 
dramatic. 


With an average of only 27 patrol hours per week, over 40 drunk 
drivers were arrested and taken off the road. 


The conviction rate on those arrests is approximately 98%. 


There is also a beginning in the reduction in the number of people 
speeding in the Valley. Deputies issued more than 200 speeding tick- 
ets, the vast majority of which were for violations of more than 15

mph over the speed limit in the Village and on our Town roads. 
These statistics translated into a real, tangible results: while alcohol 
related fatalities Statewide increased by 11% last year, our unfor- 
tunate average of 3 to 5 fatalities that take place each year in the Val- 
ley dropped to zero in 1987. 


The number of accidents with survivable injuries also decreased 
dramatically. The new year has brought about a significant increase 
in activity as Deputies have made 8 Drunk Driving arrests, 5 Driv- 
ing License Suspended arrests, and have issued 66 speeding tickets 
during the first three weeks of January. Deputies also were active in 
a number of other areas and responded to a wide range of emergen- 
cies including ambulance assists, motor vehicle accidents, burglaries 
in progress, aggravated assaults, domestic violence complaints, and 
assists to the Vermont State Police. In the limited time that the pilot 
program has been in effect the surprising number of arrests and tick- 
ets for traffic violations demonstrates that there is a serious problem 
with DWI and speeding in the Valley. 


It further shows that increased enforcement can and does have a 
positive effect on reducing loss of life and injury.

This year has been an exciting year for the children of Warren. As 
part of the Friday afternoon program during the fall and spring, the 
Sugarbush Sports Center provides for a swim/tennis program for our 
students. Half of the children participate, while the other half par- 
ticipate in programs related to "The Arts" at school. This year, guest 
artists have included Ron Mermin, Mavis Wolf, Wayne Lauden, Mar- 
garet MacArthur and Jon Gailmor. Children were recorded for Jon 
Gailmor’s radio show, "Just Kidding", as a special treat when he came 
to visit and were able later to hear themselves on the Waterbury radio 
station. 


During the winter, the Friday afternoon program consists of downhill 
and cross-country skiing. Downhill skiing takes place at the Sugar- 
bush Ski Area, where free instruction is provided. Cross country ski 
lessons are provided at Blueberry Lake. Thank you to all of the 
people who have volunteered their time and energy to make this a 
successful program. 


With the help of the Parent Teacher Organization (PTO), a Parent 
Volunteer Program has begun this year. Workshops in the areas of 
language arts, mathematics and computer were offered to parents of 
staff members. Upon attending the workshop, parents have been in- 
volved in working in classrooms to assist in such activities as book 
publishing, using math manipulatives and assisting children with the 
use of computer software. Parent volunteers continue to assist in the 
library also. 


Our school expansion project has been a tremendous experience. The 
architectural firm of Sanford-Strauss has presented to staff and com- 
munity the expansion plans that include two additional classrooms, 
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expansion of the cafeteria, making the building handicap accessible, 
increasing the size of the upstairs east classroom, improving heating 
and ventilation systems, acoustical plans for the gym, cafeteria and 
library and improvement of the library lighting. The renovations are 
essential for the continued growth at the Warren School and to assure 
a space where children can receive the best education possible. 


Several teacheers throughout the year have been participating in 
course work as well as workshops. Four teachers attended a 
workshop discussing issues around Gifted and Talented Programs as 
well as teachers attending a workshop on developmental levels of 
learning and how it relates to language arts. Coursework included 
issues related to special education, science in the classroom, interdis- 
ciplinary units in the middle grades and educational law. 


Classroom activities throughout the year have integrated cur- 
riculums as children have studied about several topics including dif- 
ferent countries, da Vinci, inventions, pond life, the history of the 
Town of Warren, trucks, cars and things that go and volcanoes. 


Again, the students, faculty, administration and Board of Directors 
would like to thank everyone in the community for their generosity 
and continued support for the Warren School.

WARREN PLANNING COMMISSION 
1987 Report for Town Meeting 


During 1987 the Planning Commission conducted a wide range of ac- 
tivities. In the area of proposed legislation, the accomplishments 
were these: 


Preparation of a package of Zoning Amendments which are largely 
a refinement of the existing by-laws. These will be presented for ap- 
proval at Town Meeting. 


Preparation and passage by vote of the Selectmen of Interim Sub- 
division Regulations. These regulations, governing all subdivision of 
property, supercede a prior subdivision review procedure incor- 
porated in the Zoning Ordinance. 


Revision of the Town Plan, to be presented for review and approval 
early in 1988. 


In the area of preliminary engineering, the Board participated in 
preparation of three significant findings by the firm of Phillips and 
Emberly, Inc.: 


A sewage disposal study for the entire Town, focusing on Warren Vil- 
lage, Sugarbush Village, and Alpine Village. 


A water supply report, concentrating on Warren Village. 


A regional sewage disposal study, examining the collective needs of 
_ Warren, Waitsfield, and Fayston, with Sugar- bush Valley as a major 
contributor. 


During the year, Sugarbush Valley resumed its master planning in- 
itiatives, reporting progress directly to the Warren planners and the 
regional steering committee. A revised Mountain Master Plan was the 
initial focus. 


At year’s end, Sugarbush Valley was approaching an agreement 
with State environmental agencies on continued use of the Sugarbush 
Sewage Treatment Plant. Stipulations included a fine and target dates 
for design and construction of a large holding lagoon and chlorina- 
tion system. The Town will continue to review these corrective 
measures as they proceed through design and approval. 


A questionnaire circulated atlast Town Meeting indicated strong sup- 
port for a path network, especially in a route parallel to the upper 
Sugarbush Access Road. A Feasibility Study outlining possible align- 
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ment, construction cost, funding sources, and maintenance was sub- 
mitted to the Commission. 


Animportant new initiative by the Mad River Valley Rural Resource 

Project was underway at year’s end. Subcommittees studying His- 
toric Resources, Agriculture and Open Space, and Rivers and Trails 
were formed and had begun their tasks. Members of the Board par- 
ticipated in this project, as well as in the Governor’s Task Force on 
the Future and in a recently formed special interest group called Ski 
Municipalities and Resort Towns of Vermont (SMART). 


In addition, the Warren Planning Commission reviewed numerous 
applications for Site Plan review, Act 250 consideration, and Town 
Plan conformance. 


In all of these activities, we gratefully acknowledge the contribution 

of Jeff Squires and Virginia Farley of the Mad River Valley Planning 
District, the Central Vermont Regional Planning Commission, the 
consulting services of architects William Maclay and John Connell, 
and the organizational talents of Administrative Assistant Carol 
Groom.

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MAD RIVER VALLEY PLANNING DISTRICT 


The Mad River Valley Planning District was created by an act of voters 
at Town Meeting in 1985. The purpose of the District is to carry out 
“a program of planning for the future of the Mad River Valley. The 
planning program shall be directed toward the physical, social, 
economic, fiscal, environmental, cultural and aesthetic well-being of 
the Towns of Fayston, Waitsfield, and Warren and their inhabitants." 
Activities of the District are overseen by a seven member Steering 
Committee consisting of a selectmen and planning commissioner 
from each Town and a representative of the Sugarbush Resort As- 
sociation Chamber of Commerce. 


One of the District’s three principal accomplishments during 1987 
was the initiation of a Rural Resource Protection project in conjunc- 
tion with the Vermont Division for Historic Preservation, the Vermont 
Land Trust, and the University of Vermont. This project represents 
another example of innovative planning in the Valley. The District 
also took the lead in organizing a jointeffort between the three Towns 

_ and Sugarbush Valley to resolve current sewage disposal problems 
and evaluate future options for sewage collection and treatment. The 
District has also spent many hours working with Sugarbush on 
evaluating their uphill development plans and initiating design work 
for new base facilities. 


The Planning District is funded through equal contributions from 
each Town and Sugarbush Valley Limited Partnership. Revenues and 
expenditures for 1987 are listed below.

ANNUAL REPORT - 1987 


The Central Vermont Solid Waste Management District concluded its 
second full year of operations on a positive note on June 30, 1987. 


We were successful in obtaining legislative ratification of the District 
Formation Document. This document was scrutinized by legislative 
committees for three legislative sessions. This ratification will be very 
helpful should the District require a bond in the future. It also puts 
us in the position of being recognized formally by the State as a 
responsible entity. 


The solid waste legislation enacted by the legislature during the last 

session created a great deal of interest in solid waste, as did the major 

increases in landfill disposal prices. The District Board held its five 

informational sessions in Montpelier, Hardwick, Waitsfield, Wil- 
- liamstown and Strafford. . 


District Board members advised the public about the district’s ac- 
tivities at these meetings, and there was a great deal of debate about 
the legislative action as well. 


The District Board received its solid waste management 
report/evaluation from Wehran Engineering in April. This study 
was paid for with funds from a State Project Development Grant. The 
major recycling program in conjunction with a lined landfill may be 
a long-term solution to the area’s solid waste problems. 


The District Board voted to pursue a course of action including recy- 
cling, a lined landfill, and composting. There has been no financial 
commitment as such items require voter approval. 


The District Board is hoping to obtain some of the soon to be avail- 
able state funds for planning and engineering. The District will also 
pursue capital funds for transfer stations, recycling facilities, and 
composting facilities. 


The District Board will continue to work together with the legislative 
bodies of the member communities to determine what is best for each 
individual community regarding solid waste management in the fu- 
ture.

The Retired Senior Volunteer Program of Central Vermont is a non- 
profit organization which provides meaningful, self-satisfying 
volunteer opportunities for individuals who are sixty years of age or 
older. The experience and expertise of these volunteers has proven to 
be of tremendous benefit to the agencies they serve. 


There are 4 active volunteers in the Town of Warren who contributed 
274 hours of service to one or more of the many non- profit agencies 
in Washington County.

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MAD RIVER VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 


Mad River Valley Ambulance Service (MRVAS) had a very busy year 
in 1987. MRVAS logged 265 calls, an increase of 18% over last year, 
serving 305 patients. The largest category of calls are for illnesses 
(112), second are auto accidents (58), and third (54) calls to the ski 
areas. MRVAS serves the Valley towns with two ambulances (1 
4WD), a 4WD first response vehicle and a 4WD heavy rescue vehicle. 


Due to the continued use of our First Response vehicle and expand- 

ing use of portable radios, our first response time is an average of 
seven minutes. We are proud of this figure because the Valley is a 
large area and each time a call is made, MRVAS volunteers respond 
from their place of employment of home. For comparison, first 
response time in Manhattan is 15 minutes. 


Arriving quickly is only the beginning of serving a patient. Our at- 
tendants spend some 700 man hours in training. Approximately half 
of our attendants are IV certified and twelve members are trained in 
defibrillation and use of a cardiac monitor. This year eight new 

_ people toook the EMERGENCY CARE ATTENDANT course, which 
is the first step to be an ambulance attendant in Vermont. 


Community support has always been the cornerstone of MRVAS. 
Our membership subscriptions were up 7% from 1986. One patient 
in three is a subscriber. This year we purchased a new ambulance to 
replace our 10 year old van type ambulance. Community donations 
accounted for more than 50% of this new vehicle. Valley towns are 
now served with two high efficiency modular ambulances, which 
have already paid dividends in patient care when both ambulances 
have been out at the same time. 


MRVAS has made many other improvements this year to better serve 
the Valley. We purchased and installed a new bas station radio, ex- 
panded use of portable radios among attendants, a second cardiac 
monitor unit, and upgraded our run to run equipment. We have also 
seen improved organization thru the use of computerization of 
records and billings. 


MRVAS is always seeking people interested in becoming members of 
our service. As the Valley continues to grow, all emergency services 
continue to be stretched thinner. It’s not easy to become an am- 
bulance attendant, but well worth the effort. I invite any resident 
with an interest in becoming an attendant, driver, or dispatcher to 
contact me and become part of this vital, community, service.

In 1983 we had an unemployment rate as high a 6.6% with over 2,310 

unemployed, out of a work force of 35,350. In 1987 our present un- 
employment is 2.6% with only 1,100 unemployed, out of a work 
force of 42,050. Our employment base has increased by over 6,000 
people and our wage bases are at their all time high levels. 


In 1983 average weekly wages in stone, clay and glass were $333.33 
per week. Today it is $435.27 and a dramatic increase in nondurable 
goods such as food industry, where average wages were $267.55 per 
week in 1983, are today $378.40 per week. 


CVEDC has grown considerably in the last four years with more par- 
ticipation by communities in the state and federal grant programs, 
and businesses using the state and federal loan programs. We ad- 
minister these programs to help businesses purchase the fixed assets 
that help run their companies. Our primary goal has been to create 
jobs and increase the tax base for the communities of our area. 


My prediction is the economy will be strong for the next 12-18 
months. It isa good time to plan for the next change of direction for 
our economy. 


Your representative on our Board is your spokesman. Ask your rep- 
resentative for his/her opinion of how CVEDC is doing to meet your 
communities’ and the areas goals. We are going to ask each Board 
Member to take the pulse of their community and report to the Board 
their findings. From these reports we want to develop a five-year 
plan.

CVCAC is a private, non-profit agency created in 1965 to address 
problems of poverty in a 56-town region. Our work is funded by 
grants and contributions from towns, groups and individuals. Not 
counting local mail listing for our "People’s Voice" newsletter, 
CVCAC programs helped 10 Warren households in the last year. 


The agency serves a wide variety of Vermonters -- working people, 
the elderly, single parents, disabled citizens, children, the un- 
employed. What they have in common is an income level too low to 
support a "normal" standard of living. 


Our staff help people learn about or sign up for programs they need. 
We punctuate ongoing referral services with special projects like 
springtime seed distribution or holiday food/gift drives for low in- 
come families. CVCAC runs a USDA commodity distribution 
program which, thanks to volunteers, gave out about 2180 pounds of 
food to 21 local households last year. This eases demand on our emer- 
gency food shelf, which supplied $28,000 worth of food to 
Washington County families. 


CVCAC has weatherized 7 homes in Warren, not counting the plas- 
tic we distribute each fall for low income families to install as tem- 
_ porary storm windows. We also provided limited emergency shelter 
and energy assistance to families unable to find crisis relief elsewhere. 


We run programs offering job training and literacy tutoring. Our 
Head Start program provided health, educational and social services 
to low income families with preschool children. CVCAC makes child 
care more affordable for working parents by subsidizing food costs 
at area day care homes. Our Special Friends Program matches adult 
volunteers with Washington County children needing more positive 
relationships with adult role models.

ANNUAL REPORT - 1987 


The Central Vermont Council on Aging (CVCOA), a private nonprofit 
organization, helps area elders maintain themselves in their own 
homes. CVCOA is one of five designated Area Agencies on Aging in 
Vermont. Through the use of federal, state and local funds, CVCOA 
is responsible for the planning and implementation of nutritionand 
supportive services to persons 60 years of age or older who reside in 
the 54 towns of Central Vermont. 


Nutrition services include the Congregate meals program (meals 
served to groups of seniors at twenty-four locations in Central Ver- 
mont), Home-delivered meals (delivered to older persons who can- 
not get out to the meal sites), and Health and Education clinics 
(programs such as exercise classes or nutrition education which are 
held at the meal sites). In-home supportive services can be divided 
into three areas: 1) Advocacy; 2) Housing; and 3) Transportation. 


1) Advocates work with elderly clients on many issues, including 
but not limited to State and Federal benefit 
programs, social security and Medicare concerns, 
other medical bill and insurance problems/informa- 
tion and housing needs, etc. 


2) Presently CVCOA has three specialized Housing programs: 
Adult Foster Care, HomeShare Program and the Safe 
Home Program. They are designed to provide alter- 
native living situations, both short term and per- 
manent to at-risk elders. 3) ‘Transportation is 
provided to seniors to allow them access to medical | 
professionals and services, congregate meals, and 
essential shopping.

The Central Vermont Home Health Agency, Inc. is a private, non- 
profit visiting nurse association. The agency serves 23 Central Ver- 
mont Towns providing health services to individuals and families in 
their own homes. 


On October 1, 1987 the Waterbury Public Health Association merged 
with the Central Vermont Home Health Agency to form a new 
Washington County-wide corporation. (The name Central Vermont 
Home Health was retained.) As a new, larger orgainization, we 
believe that we will be better able to serve your town through our ex- 
panded programs and staff.

The Sexual Assault Crisis Team of Washington County, Inc. is a non- 
profit volunteer organization founded in 1984 to serve the needs of 
sexual assault victims in Washington County through crisis, support, 
and advocacy services. Through our community education services, 
we also work toward changing public attitudes about rape and 
eliminating sexual assault. rf 


We offer the following services: a telephone hotline, with trained staff 
and volunteers available 24 hours a day; support to male and female 
victims of sexual assault, their families and friends; advocacy at the 
hospital, police station, and courtroom; information on issues related 
to sexual assault and medical and legal procedures; referrals to com- 
munity resources; public education programs for schools and com- 
munity organizations; a support group for survivors of sexual 
assault. People who call on us in a crisis find someone to talk to who 
is knowledgeable about sexual assault issues, who understands 
victims’ feelings, and who listens without making judgments or 
violating a caller’s privacy or right to make her own decisions. 


The work of Sexual Assault Crisis Team is accomplished almost en- 
tirely through the efforts of volunteers, who donate approximately 
3200 hours of tie each year in hotline duty, community education, and 
committee work. 


Central Vermont Shelter Project 


The Shelter Project is a private, non-profit organizational that provides 
confidential assistance to battered women and their children. Our ser- 
vices include a 24-hour hot-line, emergency shelter, food and clothing 
and advocacy through the legal and social services systems. Last year 
our staff and volunteers provided these services, offered peer counsell- 
ing, and facilitated support groups. We worked closely with DELTA, 
our brother organization, so that batterers may also be helped. As part 
of our program of community education, we spoke before numerous 
school, church, and business groups and offered training to police and 
emergency medical personnel.
